THE TARIFF BILL. 


The tariff bill, which the chairman 
of the Committee of Ways and Means 
reported to the House on Monday of 
last week, was Ordered to be printed 
and its consideration set down for 
April 17. This bill represents the 
united wisdom of the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee in tariff 
revision. This bill, which we are to 
regard as the perfected Act, differs but 
slightly from the bill as originally in- 
troduced by Mr. R. Q. Mills, of Texas. 
The obscurity which was so notable 
a feature of the original bill prevails 
in the amended bill, and the chemical 
trade is as much in the dark as before 
as to what is to be the duty on many 
articles, the clauses conflicting not 
having been modified, while few, very 
few, changes have been made tending 
to clear up doubts as to the intent. In 
the free list the first change noticed 
is the addition of glue, which, not be- 
ing mentioned in the original bill, 
was by some thought to have been 
intentionally omitted and to remain a 
dutiable article. Crude glycerine is now 
defined as ‘‘of the specific gravity of 
1°25 or less [28 deg. Beaume or less] at 
a temperature of 60 deg. Fahrenheit, 
not purified dy refining or distilling.” 
No change is made in refined. Cements 
are removed from the free list and 
placed among the dutiable articles, 
and made subject to a duty of ten per 
cent. ad valorem. A slight change, or 
omission, is made in the notorious 
drag net clause which, however, does 
not remove its most objectionable fea- 
tures, though it appears to be variously 
interpreted, and is by some considered 
a concession. To the clause including 
all barks, beans, berries, roots, etc, is 
added, ‘‘and not specially enumerated 
and provided for,” which affects noth- 
ing, as before that was;plainly the in- 
tent. To hemp and rape seed is added, 
“and other oil seeds of like character,” 
though what it is intended to cover 
not already covered in the sweeping 
clause which includes ‘‘all barks,seeds, 
ete.,” it would doubtless puzzle the 
committee to determine. The duty on 
morphia is changed to fifty cents per 
ounce, from which we are led to infer 
that the duty as prescribed by the 
original bill was due to ignorance or 
stupidity. These are the only changes 
made in the free list and list of articles 
subject to duty, and so far the bill is 
practically the Mills bill as originally 
brought to the attention of the House, 
with nearly all its faults and absurdi- 
ties. Truly the work of the committee 
must have been arduous to have been 
productive of such extraordinary re- 
sults! The charge made by the 
minority that tbe great business in- 
terests of the country were treated 
with silent contempt appears to be 
well founded. The consideration 
which our manufacturers were re- 
fused at the hands of the committee 
they may look for in the House, and 
through the representatives parties in 
interest must now hope to effect such 
changes in the proposed tariff as are 
manifestly unjust. As the bill is to be 
taken up for consideration next Tues. 
day, but little time is given manufac- 
turers and others to prepare protests, 
and whatever is contemplated should 
therefore be done immediately. The 
full text of the bill, so far as it affects 
patrons of the REPORTER, is printed 
in full on another page of this issue.

IS BOX AND CARTAGE A DEAD 
ISSUE? 

The REPORTER gives on another 
page the sentiment of the jobbing 
drug trade in this city on the restora- 
tion of charges for boxes and cartage. 
The almost unanimous opinion is in 
favor of achange, but the problem is 
how to establish the innovation. An 
agreement was signed at the recent 
meetingin this city by a majority of 
the trade, with the understanding that 
it was not to be enforced until the 
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practice was uniform throughout the 
country, but the prospects are not very 
encouraging. Wespoke of a missing 
link in our last week’s issue and of 
the hope that it would soon be suppli- 
ed, but it seems that more then one 
link is missing. If we aresto judge 
from surface indications there are sev- 
eral stumbling blocks in the way and 
a general lack of faith in a compact of 
this nature. There would be so many 
excuses for evading the contract indi- 
rectly that the scheme is looked upon 
by some houses as impracticable. An- 
other hindrance to the adoption of the 
plan is the determination of some par- 
ties not to bind themselves to any 
agreement until the dealers in propri- 
etary goods, manufacturers and agents 
of manufacturers consent to do like- 
wise. It was not intended to include 
the kindred branches of the drug trade 
as no necessity existed for extending 
the list, but some drug jobbers argue 
that as they handle proprietary goods 
and manufacture specialties,they must 
insist on the entire trade being cover- 
ed by the box and cartage agreement 
before their consent is given. 

Under the circumstances, the dis- 
cussion may be considered at an end. 
Manufacturers as a rule decline to 
change their present system of doing 
business, and dealers in proprietary 
goods exclusively,are very emphatic in 
their opposition to the new departure 
so faras they are concerned. Other 
sections of the country may as well be 
notified now that New York jobbers 
will doas they please in this matter; 
while several houses charge for box 
and cartage, it is safe to say that the 
majority will continue to compete with 
each other in favoring buyers. 

During the agitation of the subject 
in this city, unlooked for developments 
have been wade regarding the aggres- 
sive course of Albany and Syracuse 
houses, who are always demanding 
concessions and keeping the trade in a 
stew. The observance of a box and 
cartage contract would be almost im- 
possible with these obstacles from the 
interior of the State to contend with, 
and the whole question has conse- 
quently been retired for the present. 








COMPETITION IN THE ALCOHOL 
TRADE, 


One result of the distillers’ combina- 
tion in the West has been the revolu- 
tionizing, so to speak, of the distribut- 
ing trade in alcohol. Previously one 
house had obtained almost exclusive 
control of that branch of the trade by 
the energy and ability displayed dur- 
ing the many years of its career, aided 
by certain advantages obtained from 
the distillers in the matter of supplies, 
and special facilities for handling them. 
Being practically without competition, 
this house was able to fix prices for the 
Atlantic coast and for some distance in 
the interior, but it has managed its 
business so well and so wisely that it 
has never been open to the charge of 
displaying monopolistic tendencies, 
There is always the feeling, however, 
that unrestricted competition in any 
commodity is better than individual 
control, even though it might be exer- 
cised in a judicious and liberal spirit; 
and it is for this reason probably that 
the new departure has been received 
with favor by the consuming trade. 

Heretofore the chief obstacle pre- 
venting free competition seems to have 
been the difficulty of obtaining regular 
supplies in proper quantities and with- 
out restrictions that would hamper 
the receivers in disposing of them. 
The Distillers’ and Cattle-Feeders’ 
Trust, in assuming control of market 
prices and making certain regulations 
in regard to distribution, placed all 
receivers on the same level, and prac- 
tically declared an open market for the 
jobbing trade. To avail themselves of 
all theadvantages growing out of these 
new conditions, the principal distribu- 
tors in this city formed an association 
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for the purpose of maintaining uni- 
form and equitable prices. The asso- 
ciation numbers nine members, includ- 
ing all of the principal receivers and 
rectifiers of spirite, most of whom have 
been obliged heretofore to look to the 
export market for their share of the 
alcohol trade. While the Distributors’ 
Association was organized soon after 
the completion of the distillers’ combi- 
nation, its influence is but just begin- 
ning to manifest itself. There is little 
danger, however, that this influence - 
will be wielded to the detriment of 
consumers’ interests. The field is so 
circumscribed, and its limits so clearly 
defined by the conditions which gov- 
ern this branch of the distilled spirits 
trade, that the principle of self preser- 
vation must prevent, for some time to 
come, at least, any attempt to force 
the market much above the minimum 
prices fixed by the distillers. For the 
present, there is little possibility of ex- 
tending the consumption of alcohol in 
industrial channels, but hopes are en- 
tertained that the trade lost when the 
tax was imposed will be, eventually, 
recovered. This hope is based on the 
encouraging aspect of the free alcohol 
movement, to which reference is made 
elsewhere. There is also hopeful talk 
of a revival of our languishing export 
trade in alcohol. 
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DANGEROUS NOSTRUMS. 


The question of restricting the trade 
in patent or proprietary medicines, 
with the view to protecting the public 
health, has occupied the attention of 
legislative bodies of different States at 
more or less frequent intervals during 
a number of years, and in the New 
York State Assembly a bill was recent- 
ly presented ostensibly with that end 
in view. As the proposed legislation 
was generally in the nature of inter- 
ference with property rights guaran- 
teed by existing laws, it has as gener- 
ally failed. That some sort of legisla- 
tion to prevent the wholesale fraud 
perpetrated upon the public by a cer- 
tain class of nostrum makers is clearly 
indicated, and the fact is conceded by 
every reputable manufacturer of stand- 
ard propriety medicines. We have an 
illustration of this in the recent ex- 
posure by the Druggists’ Circular of a 
widely advertised preparation which 
appears to be enjoying the greatest 
popularity among that portion of the 
public which has only to read the 
wonderful claims of the proprietors to 
accept them as Gospel. To quote the 
analyst who made a careful examina- 
tion of this nostrum, it is advertised 
extensively ‘‘as a tired brain and tired 
nerve recuperator which is claimed to 
give lasting powers to the system, 
while free from all the enslaving quali- 
ties of morphine, opium and alcohol.” 
To render the deception more com- 
plete, and allay all suspicions it is 
claimed to be the extract of an article 





of food in daily use. Continuing, Dr. 
R. G. Eccles, who made the analysis, 
says: 


“Tne aged and the infant are alike advised 
to use it when pain is to be assuaged, sleep is 
needed or exhaustion to be overcome, To get 
full benefit, however, the compounder tells the 
public that ‘its use must be regular,’ and the 
patient must press the dose until the full effect 
is felt, beginning with a half or one teaspoon- 
ful. Scme people, he says, require much more 
of aremedy to act upon them than others do, 
This allures each user up to the dose which 
gives physiological results and saves such as 
possess an unfavorable idiosyncracy from se- 
riously harming themselves at the first trial.

The simple analysis here reported aimed more 
at determining the constituents qualitatively 
than quantitatively, the latter task being an 
exceedingly tedious and difficult one when or- 
ganic compounds are under examination.” 


We need not give the analysis in 
detail, as it is a matter of record, read- 
ily verified. The result showed that 
what purposes to be a nerve tonic was 
simply a compound containing mor- 
phine, and a little calculation will 
demonstrate what the inevitable result 
would be to the consumer who follows 
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of the later scheme to utilize the Hall 
refining process in Ohio. There is not 
one iota of proof that either of the re- 
ports emanated from an organization 
of bear operators, but on the other 
hand it is palpably the work of indi- 
viduals who hope to affect the market. 
Neither the bear or bull operator cares 
whether the producer makes or loses 
money, and his efforts, legitimate or 
otherwise, are exerted with the one 
idea of securing personal gain regard- 
less of the effect of his course upon 
anyone elee. To anyone who has 
watched the markets closely, it must 
be apparent that there has been no 
organized effort to depress prices On 
the contrary, the only effort to eilect a 
change that had the appearance of 
preconcerted effort was a bull move- 
ment which resulted in an advance to 
the higher nineties. That nearly all 
the more important changes of late 
have been due to speculative opera- 
tions is true, but these have not been 
due to organized effort. They have 
been the natural result of the condi- 
tions which have prevailed during the 
past year. These conditions are in the 
main due to the lack of confidence 
which has kept the outside operators 
from investing in petroleum certifi- 
cates. Thereisno doubt that an or- 
ganized effort, with sufficient backing, 
could influence the speculative market 
at the present time, but the chances 
for success would be largely on the side 
of adetermined bull effort. The bull 
efforts have been in a half-hearted 
way that has prevented their success, 
Those who have operated on the bull 
side have been too easily frightened 
into selling, and the average bear, 
being aware of the extreme timidity of 
his antagonist, has profited by his 
weakness, not always by legitimate 
means. Let the bulls lock horns and 
go in with a determination to hold on, 
and the bears will be forced to the 
wall. But in that case the bull would 
become the ‘‘wrecker” of the bear ope- 
rators. In order to make the shut- 
down entirely successful in raising the 
price of certificates, the members of 
the P. P. A. must so conduct opera- 
tions—and this means operations on 
the exchanges as well as in the field— 
that the general public will regain con- 
fidence in the stability of prices. So 
long as prices are allowed to change at 
the will of operators on the exchanges, 
just so long will the outside public 
stand aloof. The P. P. A. have it in 
their power to change the conditions 
at present governing the market. 
They have a complete organization, 
and could control sufficient capital to 
keep the market steady by judicious 
operations on the several exchanges. 
That they fail to avail themselves of 
their opportunities is the fault only of 
the members. Their tirades against 
speculative operators, in view of this, 
come with bad grace. All the condi- 
tions to a higher range of values, but 
the one of lack of confidence, are favor- 
able, but with the average scalper 
the “statistical situation,” the ‘ shut- 
down,” and ‘‘decreasing stocks”’ count 
for naught, and as the short side gives 
him the advantage of the carying rates, 
that side is, of course, the favorite one. 
en ef 
THE PROSPECTS FOR FREE AL- 
COHOL, 

Late private advices from Washing- 
ton take a very hopeful view of the 
probable outcome of the agitation in 
favor of removing the tax from alco- 
hol for industrial purposes. The 
friends of the measure are leaving no 
stone unturned to secure favorable ac- 
tion in Congress. The committee on 
legislation of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association recently issued a 
request to members that they use their 
influence with senators aud representa- 
tives from their respective districts to 
secure their support of a measure for 
the repeal of the tax. Other organiza- 
tions are working to the same end and 


the directions accompanying the pre- 
paration. In fact, Dr. Eccles shows 
that the nostrum not only has no right 
to the claims made by its sponsors, but 
is in reality a dangerous compound, 
whicb, in ignorant hands, and with 
the printed assurance on each bottle 
that it will do the consumer no harm, 
might work incaculable injury. The 
files of pharmaceutical magazines and 
other publications record a number of 
similar exposures, yet the perpetrators 
of these abominable mixtures continue 
their nefarious practices, replacing one 
exploded fraud by another. 

It becomes an interesting matter to 
know whose duty it is to protect the 
ignorant and innocent public from such 
dangerous impositions. Can it be, as 
was eaid to the writer by u dispensing 
druggist: ‘‘ The Board of Health is no 
good in these matters.” ? If the Board 
of Health cannot cope with the ques- 
tion, there are higher authorities to 
whom the public may look for protec- 
tion. It is not our purpose, however, 
to instruct legislators as to what laws 
should be passed for the regula- 
tion of this traffic. Suffice it that 
reputable manufacturers, and they 
constitute the majority, are willing 
that proper laws should be made, and 
stand ready to offer such suggestion or 
such facts as may be necessary for the 
intelligent treatment of the subject. 








ANTI-ALCOHOL FANATICISM. 


It is announced that the Governor 
of Massackusetts has been presented 
with a bill for his signature that pro- 
hibits the sale of ginger ale, lemon so- 
da and all beverages which contain 
one per cent. ormore ofalcohol. Fan- 
aticism has been allowed toroam un- 
checked all over the unfortunate State 
and it is now suggested that bay rum 
for external use be included in the 
measure! The narrow minded prohi- 
bitionists who are attempting to gov- 
ern Massachusetts with their so-called 
puritanical ideas, were not satisfied 
with the law which prevented the sale 
of “soft drinles” containing three per 
cent of alcohol and are pushing their 
crusade to a preposterous extreme. 
Why they should oppose the sale of 
refreshing ginger ale, malt extracts 
and similar beverages, is difficult to 
explain,and it is to be hoped that Gov- 
ernor Ames will not check the progress 
of civilization by attaching his signa- 
ture to such an idiotic measure. It is 
well enough to regulate the liquor 
traffic by proper legislation, but when 
intemperate zeal gets the upper hand 
and attempts to prevent the use of 
wholesome drinks, it is time to cry a 
halt. Public opinion has not been con- 
sulted in this case, and wereit not for 
the fact that the bill was enveloped in 
secrecy, it would never have reached 
the Governor. 


THE PRICE OF PETROLEUM. 


The failure of the market for petro- 
leum certifidates to respond to the 
bullish influences of a steady decrease 
in stocks and a curtailed p*oduction 
has caused considerable uneasiness 
and some unwarranted accusations of 
bad faith and charges of conspiracy to 
depress prices.. One writer is out with 
an intemperate tirade against specula- 
tive operators, those of the genus bear 
coming in for most of his abuse and 
vituperation. _ He alludesto the recent 
report’ emanating from Bradford tothe 
effect that the Producers’ Protective 
Association was in process of disinte- 
gration as am: organized effort to pro- 
duce a destruction of values. The 
Bradford Exchange instituted an in- 
quiry but failed to find an “organiza- 
tion,” it having been the work, of an 
individual, for whose acts the specula- 
tive operators asa body were as little 
responsible as is the. P. P. A. for the 
4neendiary. acts of its over zealous 
~ symrpathizers. The reports of the,To- 
ledo myths are also cited as proof of 
organized effort, as is also the report 














































itis thought that their combined efforts 


can hardly fail of the desired effect. 
Much reliance is placed cu the fact 
that Democratic members of Congress 
are pledged to revenue reform, and the 
belief is gaining ground that if steps 
are taken at this session to reduce the 


surplus, part of that reduction will re- 
sult from the removal of the tax on 
alcohol for industrial uses. 


Since so much attention has been 


directed to this question it is found 
that there are many valid reasons, 
hererofore appearing only in the back- 
ground, that may be urged against the 
retention of the excessive tax. 
industry of considerable proportions 
upon which this tax bears heavily is 
the manufacture of perfumery. It will 
hardly be questioned that American 
perfumery is unexcelled by that pro- 
duced anywhere, yet our manufac- 
turers find it difficult to extend their 
trade abroad because it costs them so 
much more than their foreign com- 
petitors to manufacture the goods. 
It is true at least two of our manu- 
facturers are able to hold and increase 
their foreign trade in the face of all 
competition, but to do so they must 
manufacture their goods in bond, 
which necessitates the employment of 
capital too large to be duplicated by 
others, who in every other respect are 
equally equipped.

In this connection it is worthy of 


note that until about a year ago the 
two firms above referred to were sup- 
plied with bonded spirits by our west- 
ern distillers, 
supplies from Germany at eight to ten 
eents per gallon less than they can be 
produced for in this country. 
German producers can ship spirits to 
this and other countries at prices which, 
in some instances, do not cover the 
cost of production, because they are 
paid a bonus or rebate by their govern- 
ment on every gallon they ship. In 
the United States the distiller finds 
that the restriction of home consump- 
tion by an excessive tax so increases 
the cost of production that he cannot 
afford to compete for foreign trade 
with the subsidized German producer. 
This is clearly shown by our export 
statistics. 
tilled spirits, not a little of which went 
to Germany, amounted to 180,000 bar- 
rels. Year by year since then they have 
diminished until in 1887 they had de- 
creased to abont onesixth of the 
quantity shipped six years before. The 
bulk of our alcohol went to France, 
Spain and Italy, but these countries 
now draw their supplies from Ger- 
many because under the commercial 
treaty to which each isa party German 
alcohol is admitted at a lower rate of 
duty than is levied on American 
spirits.

In 1881 the exports of dis- 


The American distiller finds his 


home markets contracted, sees his ex- 


port trade cut off and finally loses two 


of the largest home consumers because 


of the exorbitant tax, yet curiously 
enough he does not want it removed. 
The manufacturing chemists, pharma- 
cists and other consumers are making 
a fight, the result of which will be 
quite as much to his advantage as their 
own, and so far they have received op- 
position instead of support from him. 
It is time the distiller awoke to the 
fact that his interests are involved in 
this matter but not in the manner in- 
dicated by his actions hitherto,

CLOSING THE LARD INVESTIGA- 
TION. 


But one more opportunity is given 
for testimony or petitions relating to 
the lard bill, the House Committee on 
Agriculture having fixed March 18 for 
that purpose. The report will be for- 
mulated on the 25th, and as a vigorous 
minority of the committee are opposed 
to the principles and purposes of the 
bill because they feel that the Govern- 
ment should not undertake to regulate 
such matters, a firm stand will be 








taken on the floor against its pas- 
sage in case the measure evercomes up 
for consideration, which is doubtful. 
There is little disposition to press the 
matter at the present session of Con- 
gress, and there is slight prospect of 
success for any effort in that direction. 
There is said to be a. majority of one 
vote in its favor among the members 
of the House Committee having it in 
charge, but the original bill has un- 
dergone so many changes that it will 
scarcely be recognized when the com- 
mittee adds fresh amendments on the 
25th. The Senate Agriculture Com- 
mitteeare patiently waiting the action 
of the House, after which they will 
take the bill in charge. It is generally 
remarked that the prolonged agitation 
of the lard question has served to 
strengthen opposition to the measure, 
which is evidence that’the present 
method of manufacturing refined lard 
has gained in favor at Washington, 
and that no necessity exists for Feder- 
al supervision, or license and stamp re- 
quirements as are to be found in the 
obnoxious law regulating the manu- 
facture and sale of oleomargarine. 








AN OLEOMARGARINE VICTORY. 


The Massachasetts legislature has 
finally come out in favor of oleomar- 
garine, by killing the anti-color bill, 
whereby it was sought to prevent 
manufacturers of butter substitutes 
from coloring their product to imitate 
butter. The Massachusetts State Board 
of Health declares in a special report 
that oleomargarine is wholesome, nu- 
tritous and a boon to the poor man. 
This report is drawn up by Dr. Elliott 
G. Brackett, of the Harvard Medical 
College, under special appointment of 
the Board. He sums up in these 
words: ; 

“There was found no case in which sub- 
stances were used which were not cleanly or 
wholesome; and it may also be added that no 
case of adulteration with unwholesome arti- 
cles, in which the facts were well authenti- 
cated, has come to the author’s knowledge, 
although search and inquiry have been con- 
stantly made. Stories of such as have been 
brought to notice have not stood the test of 
investigation. The ingredients are those which 
find common use in many domestic ways, and 
in themselves, when of good quality, are 
wholesome and in no way injurious when taken 
as food, and, as stated above, no grounds exist 
to reason that other than such quality is used. 

* * * * * QOleomargarine will resist ran- 
cidity longer than butter will under the same 
conditions. In nutritive principles it compares 
so favorably with butter as to present a differ. 
ence almost too slight to be estimated, except 
by the chemist.” 

The summary concludes with the 
statement that the popular feeling is 
merely prejudice, and that it isunfort- 
unate that the name of “adulterated 
butter” ever came to be attached to 
oleomargarine. Thus, the misrep- 
resented article is vindicated by a 
State that believes in purity in all 
things, and that originated the op- 
position to the use of oleomarga- 
rine. The legislature found that 
previous enactments were against 
the best interests of the majority of 
citizens, as Massachusetts is the largest 
oleo consumer among the States, and 
no doubt the influence of fhe law mak- 
ers will beexerted in congress to have 
the national law repealed. Oleo has 
been deprived of its legitimate rights 
and prevented from competing with 
butter by the legislative demagogues 
whose attention has been solely di- 
rected to the protection of their granger 
constituents, but it is some satisfaction 
to learn that the true merits of oleo 
are being gradually appreciated, and 
that the wishes of manufacturers:are 
being recognized. As the United 
States Supreme Court has sustained 
the validity of the Pennsylvania stat- 
ute prohibiting the manufacture ef 
oleomargarine, the legislature of that 
State could not doa better act than to 
repeal the law.

undue preference and discrimination.”

The present session of congress has arrived 
at a stage where the committees of both houses 
begin to manifest the belief that it is useless 
for them to report measures for the action of 
congress. Chairmen of important committees 
are already intimating that the congressional 
calendars contain more than can be disposed 
of, and that committee work from this time 
will be in great measure wasted. 


The 36th dianer of the Paint and Oil Ciub of 
New England will be held at Young’s Hotel, 
Boston, on Saturday, at 3 P. um. Edward B. 
Drew, Chinese commissioner of customs at 
Shanghai, will speak on China and its business 
relations, and Co). J. H. Benton, Jr., president 
of the Beacon Society, will address the club on 
railroads. Mr. W. W. Lawrence, secretary of 
the Pittsburg Club, will also be present. It 
promises to be a very enjoyable sffair. 


The statement that the Anchor, National and 
the Wilson steamship lines have formed a trust 
to monopolize the freight trade between this 
port and Londcn is denied by the agents, who 
say that the lines have suffered considerably 
during the past two years from “tramp” or 
Outside steamers, the owners of which have 
taken freight at starvation rates. The object 
of the rebate which they advertised to give by 
circular is to offset further infringements, 


Tho heralded pure-food movement, in which 
60 many Congressmen had pledged their ener- 
getic co-operation, has failed entirely of cor- 
sideration. Apart from the irregular and un- 
fortunate lard hearings, which have been te 
source of almost endless embarrassment, and 
have as yet served no useful purpose, it cannot 
be said that pure food legislation bas com- 
manded the slightest attention. The bill in- 
truduced at the request of the Pure Food Asso- 
ciation has rested undisturbed on the commit- 
tee calendars. 


Here is the condensed opinion of a manufxo- 
turer on the tariff question: “The world’s 
market is a great free-trade shadow dance. 
The more people think and know of this ques- 
tion the less attractive the world’s markets 
become, and the more substantial our home 
market grows. My advice would be that the 
United States look carefully after the home 
pasture by tightening the fence, ‘if necessary, 
before we go wandering around to find a spot 
where we can sell our goods ia competition 
with the labor of Europe.” 


A commercial traveler, in a general talk 
about making sales on the road, said: “Do you 
know that there are about 80,000 commercial 
travelers in the ‘United States? Surprised to 
hear it? Yes, most people are when they are 
told of it; but “it’s a fact, nevertheless. You 
may also be surprised to learn that each one of 


‘| them ‘spends om an average $3,000 year, or a 
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total of $240,000,000. If you add to this their 
salaries, averaging at least $1,000, you have a 
total expenditure of $320,000,000 a year.” 

Noone can undertake to foretell the fate of the 
tariff bill after it comes under the operation of 
the five minute rule in committee of the whole. 
If there are one-fifth of the members of the 
House who desire to preveut any tariff legisia- 
tion at this session, it wil! bein their power to 
do so by simply offering amendments to every 
section and paragraph of tho bill and demand- 
ing that a quorum appear on every vote in 
committee of the whole, and then demanding 
the yeas and nays in the House. 


In the United States Circuit Court on April 
6, before Judge Wallace, the city of Carlsbad 
and Eisner & Mendelson Cc., through their 
counsel Jerome Carty esq., obtained an injunc- 
tion against A. W. Beck. to prevent the sale of 
so-called ‘art ficial’ Carlabad sprudel ealt. This 
case is a test case as applicable to salt in bulk 
based upon the proprietary right of the city of 
Carlsbad, to the exclusive use of the words, 
Carlsbad eprudel salts, as applicable to the 
product of the springe, whetherin bottles or 
other form. 


Considerable space is occupied in our adver- 
tising pages this week by the Chicago Glycerine 
Company, in giving publicity to a correspon- 
dence which has a peculiar interest to New 
York buyers of glyceriny. The Chicago Glyc- 
erine Company have taken a firm standin re 
gard to competition in this market, and threats 
are not likely to have any ¢ffect in changing 
their original purpose. Their card is worthy 
of a careful perusal, and our readers will not 
find it difficult to Judge by the mexits of the 
controverey. 


The United States Supreme Court on Monday 
sustained the Pennsylvania law prot ibiting the 
saie of oleomargarine. The test case had been 
brought up by agreement, and involved a num- 
ber of points as to the justice of such a law as 
a protection of the public heaith, as to its in- 
terference with guaranteed private rights of 
citizens, etc. The Supreme Court held, in ref- 
erence to most of they points raised,that the are 
involved in the police power of the State, and 
that it ia for the legislative branch exclusively 
to determine the just application of these 
powers where a question of public health is 
involved. 

The total loss by the fire at Baltimore, Md., 
April 5, is $40,000. The firm of Griffith & Boyd, 
fertilizer dealers, are covered by insurance. 
Most of the loss of this firm ig on machinery. 
The warehouse of Robert Turner & Son,valued 
at $3.000, is insured in different companies for 
$6,(0). The insurance on the etock of oil, phos- 
phate and machinery belonging to Turner & 
Son iisuppo edto cover lose. B. Morton & 
Son’s stock of bone fertil'izor was damaged to 
some extent, and is covered by insurance. J. 
Parkhurst Jr. & Co., and W. West & Son owned 
between them the 1,600 barrels of oil which 
were on the wharf, all of which is a total lose. 


The window glass manufacturers of Pitts- 
burgh are atill fighting the tariff bill ba:d, and 
as they claim to have been refused a hearing 
before the Congressional committee having ‘t 
in charge, they are devoting their attention to 
individual members. Besides being absorbed 
in the question of the strike, the tableware 
manufacturers are giving no practical atten- 
tion to the tariff. Some of them gay the smal! 
reduction of duties proposed on their wares is 
compensated for by the re-imposition of the 
duty on coverings, boxes, etc , containing im, 
ported goods, which changes were taken off in 
1883, so that even ifthe bill passes they will be 
no worse off than before. 


The New York Colleg> of Pharmacy cele- 
brated its fifty-cightb anniversary at Delmoni- 
co’s on Tuesday evening of last weex by an 
elaborate and very epjoyuble dinner. The 
participants numbered nearly two hundred, 
and were fully appreciative of the good things 
provided gustatory, musical and oratorical.

135,652 tons of desilverized lead, and 25,143 tons 
of non-argentiferous lead. The estimate of the 
production of desilverized lead was based uppn 
returns from every desflverizing works it 
country. Professor Kirchc ff states that’ 
greater part of ifivrease if the’ output of deail- 
verized lead is probably due to the importation 
of Mexican lead silver Ore, while the intreqse 
of non-argentiferous lead is chiefly due to 
developments of the St. Joe district in Missour!.

lation. 
New York Ciry, April 6, 1888, 
Editor Or, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


Your issue of April 4th containsa very just 
censure upon the supposed prevailing modes of 
influencing legislation, and the inference might 


be drawn—based upon the quotations from the 
city paper—that the proprietors or “patent 
medicine men, so-called, bad been using money 
in preventing hostile legisiation. This infer- 
ence derives strength from the conversation 
published in the Evening Post with a former 
member of the State Board of Health, in which 
he was reported to have said that there was 
not the slightest probability of the bill becom- 
ing a law, asthe medicine men had plenty of 
money and knew how to use it in that behalf. 

Now, will you kindly permit me to say from 
a full knowledge of the facts in the premises, 
that the proprietary medicine men neither as 
individuals nor as a body, have paid or used 
apy money, now or in the past, to influence 
legislation. It is common gossip that some 
twenty years ago, in the days of the old Tweed 
and Aibany ring, that some $30,000 was so paid; 
on the contrary, those who were actors in the 
affaic assure me that there was never a dollar 
80 paid, 

The proprietors’ association has from the 
first taken the ground that their business was a 
beneficial and lawful industry, and that at no 
time or under any circumstances would they 
use money either with lobbyists or legislators, 
or in payment of blackmail, so that the impu- 
taticn or impression which might have been 
left in the public mind is entirely unfounded 
and upjust.

The Glycerine Patent, 
CINCINNATI, April 7, 1888, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


We are in receipt of your favor of the 5th 
inst, and in repiy say: The information you 
have is correct. The enclosed article, which 
appeared in the Cincinnati Enquirer, rives a 
very clear statement of the matter. There ls 
only one thing that we have to add and that is 
that the judgment is against the old firm of 
Procter & Gamble and not against the present 
one, 80 it does not fall so heavily on the pres- 
ent firm as one would believe from reading the 
article. PROCTER & GAMBLE, 


LThe article referred to is as followe.—Ep.] 


A Washington dispatch makes the importent 
announcement that a decision had been reached 
in the United States Supreme Court in case No. 
648, in which Wm. Procter and others, appli- 
cants’ agent, were appellants and R. A. Tilgh- 
man was appellee. The appeal was taken from 
the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Southern District of Ohio. The Supreme Court 
reverced the decree of the lower Court and or- 
dered the costs of appeal to be paid by appel- 
lants and ordered the cause remanded, and 
that a decree be entered in the Circuit Court in 
favor of appellee for the sum of $266,155.86 
with interest from October 7, 1884, and costs. 


Understanding thst judgment in the cage 
cited had been given for infringement of a pat- 
ent in the manufacture of ivory soap by the 
firm of Procter & Gamble,a reporter for the 
Enquirer called at their counting room last 
evening and was told these particulars concern- 
ing the important litigation: 


In 1877 suit was brought in the United States 
Court by R. A. Tilghman against Wm. Procter 
and others for the use of a patent for extract- 
ing glycerine from fatty acids during the years 
1871 to 1875 without compensation. Finally, in 
the United States Circuit Court for the South- 
ern Division of Ohio, the suit was decided 
against William Procter and others, the amount 
awardeé Tilghman for royalty being about 
$45,000, and interest to about the same gum, in 
all about $90,000. Pending the suit, Wm. Proo- 
ter and others invested the amount claimed ag 
royalty ($45,000) in gas stock, and this, from 
dividends and advance in price, now amounts 
to over $90,000. Tilghman appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court, claiming also to 
be entitled to the savings made by the use of 
the pafent with interest. This has been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in Tilghman’s fa- 
vor, the amount awarded being $266,000. Wm, 
Procter and others had expected to pay the 
$90,000, and, as stated, that sum is on hand and 
ready to be paid over whenever the decision ig 
handed down. The remainder is scoured by 
another party whose name does not appear in 
the suit, he having guaranteed to pay any 
Judgment over and above the $90,000,

The Amended Tariff Bill. 

Following we print so much of the bill pre- 
sented to the House on the 2d inst as affects 
the trades represented by the REPORTER, it 

being the Millis bill as modified or amended by 
the Committee of Ways and Means, and is en- 
titled “A Bill to Reduce Taxation and Simplify 
the Lawa in Relation to the Collection of the 
Revenue:” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That on and after 
the first day of July, eighteen hundred and 
eighty.eight, the following articles mentioned 
in this section, when imported, shall be exempt 
from duty: 

Beeswax. 

Glue. 

Gelatine, and all similar preparations. 

Glycerine, crude, brown, or yellow of the 
specific gravity of 1°25 or less ata temperature 
of sixty deg. Fahrenheit, not purified by re- 
fining or distilling. 

Fish-glue, or isinglass. 

Phosphorus. 

Soap stocks, fit only for use as such. 

Soap, hard and soft, all which are not other- 
wise specially enumerated or provided for. 

Sheep dip. 

Extract of hemlock, and other bark used for 
tanning 

Indigo, extracts of, and carmined. 

Iodine, resublimed, 

Licorice juice, 

Oil, croton, 

Hempseed and rapeseed oil. 

Oil, cottonseed. 

Petroleum. 

Alumiva—alum, patent alum, alum substi- 
tute. sulphate of alumina, and aluminous cake, 
and alum in crystals or ground. 

All imitations of natural mineral waters, and 
all artificiai mineral waters. 

Baryta, sulphate of, or barytes, unmanufac- 
tured,

All preparations known as essential oils, ex- 
pressed oils, distilled oils, rendered oils, alkalies, 
alkaloids, and all combinations of any of the 
foregoing and chemical compounds and salts 
by whatever name known, and not specially 
enumerated or provided for. 

All barks, beans, berries, balsams, buds, 
bulbs, bulbous roots, and excrescences, such as 
nut galls, fruits, flowers, dried fibers, grains, 
gums,and gum resins, herbs, leaves, lichens, 
mosses, nuts, roots, and stems, vegetables, 
seeds, and seeds of morbid growth, weeds, 
woods used expressly for dyeing, and dried in- 
sects, any Of which are not edible and not 
specially enumerated or provided for. 

All non-dutiable crude minerals, but which 
have been advanced in value or condition by 
refloing or grinding, or by other process of 
manufacture, not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for. 

All earths or clays, unwrought or unmanu- 
factured. 

China clay or kaoline. 

Opium, crude, containing nine per centum

Sec. 2, That on and after the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, in lieu of 
the duties heretofore imposed on the articles 
hereinafter mentioned, there shall be levied, 
collected and paid the following rates of duty 
on said articles severally.

Magnesia, medicinal, carbonate of, three 
cents per pound.

per centum ad valorem.

Sec. 4. That on and after the first day of 
July, eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, in 
lieu of the duties heretofore imposed on the 
articles hereinafter mentioned, there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid the following rates 
of duty on said articles severally: 

Blacking of all kinds, twenty per centum ad 
valorem. ;

Brushes of all kinds, twenty per centum ad 
valorem. 

Friction and lucifer matches of all descrip- 
tions, twenty-five per cent. ad valorem.

Inks of all kinds, and ink powders, twenty 
per centum ad valorem, 

Sec. 56. That the following amendments to 
and provisions for existing laws shall take 
effect on and after the passage and approval of 
this act: 

Section six of the act of March third, eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-three, entitled “An 
act to reduce internal-revenue taxation, and 
for other purposes,” providing a substitute for 
title thirty-three of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, is hereby amended as to certain 

, of the sections and psrts of sections or sched- 
ules in such substituted title so that they shal 
be as follows, respectively: 

“Sec. 2499. Each and every imported article 
not enumerated or provided for in apy schedule 
in this title, which is similar, either in material, 
quality, texture, or the use to which it may be 
applied, to any article enumerated in this title 
as chargeable with duty, shall pay the same 
rate of duty which is levied on the enumerated 
article which it most resembles in any of the 
particulars before mentioned; and if any non- 
enumerated article equally resembles two or 
more enumerated articles on which different 
rates of duty are chargeable, there shall be 
levied on such non-enumerated article the 
same rate of duty as is chargeable on the arti- 
cle which it resembles paying the highest rate 
of duty; and on articles not otherwise provided 
for, manufac‘ured from two or more materials, 
the duty shall be assessed at the rate at which 
the dutiable component material of chicf 
value may be chargeable; and the words *“‘com= 
ponent material of chief value,” whenever 
used in this title, shall be held to mean that 
dutiable component material which shall ex- 
ceed in value any other single component ma- 
terial found in the article; and the value of 
each component materia: shall be determined 
by the ascertained value of such material in its 
last form and condition before it became a 
component material of such article. If two or 
more rates of duty shall be applicable to any 
imported article, it ahall pay duty at the bigh- 
est of such rates; Provided, That any non- 
enumerated article similar in material, and 
quality, and texture, and the use to which it 
may be applied to any article on the free list, 
andinthe manufacture of which no dutiable 
materials are used, shall be free of duty.”

“Seo, 10. That sections twenty-eight hundred 
and three and three thousand and ffty-eight of 
the Revised Statutes be amended to read as 
follows. 

Bec. 8068, All merchandise imported into th 





United States shall, for the purpose of this title, 
be deemed and held to be the property of the 
person to whom the merchandise may be con- 
signed; but the holder of any bill of lading con. 
signed to order and properly indorsed chal! be 
deemed the consignee thereof; and in case of 
the abandonment of any merchandise to the 
underwriters, the latter may be recognized as 


the consigneo,” 


Sec, 11. That authority is hereby given to the 
secretary of the treasury, in his discretion, to 


dispense whenever expedient with the tripli- 
cate invoices and consular certificates now re- 
quired by sections twenty-eight hundred and 


fifty-three, twenty-eight hundred and fifty- 
four, and twenty-eight hundred and fifty-five 


of the revised statutes of the United States; and 
and triplicate invoices and consular certificates 
shall in no case be required when the value of 
the merchandise shipped by any one consignor, 
in any one vessel,at one and the same time 
does not exceed one hundred dollars; and the 
secretary of the treasury, with the concur- 
rence of the secretary of state, is hereby author- 
ized to make such general regulations in regard 
to invoices and consular certificates as in his 
judgment the public interest may require. 

Sec, 12. That all fees exacted and oaths ad- 
ministered by officers of the customs, under or 
by virtue of existing laws of the United States, 
upon the entry of imported goods and the 
passing thereof through the customs, and aleo 
upon all entries of domestic goods, wares, and 
merchandise for exportation, be, and the same 
are hereby, abolished; and in case of entry of 
merchandise for exportation, a declaration, in 
jieu of an oath, shall be filed, in such form and 
under such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the secretary of the treasury; and the penal- 
ties for false statements in such declaration 
provided in the fourth section of this act shall 
be applicable to declarations made under this 
section: Provided, That where such fees, under 
existipg Jaws, constitute, in whole or in part, 
the compensation of any officer, such officer 
shall receive, from and after the passage of this 
act, a fixed sum for each year equal to the 
amount which he would have been entitled to 
receive as fees for such services. 


Sec. 13. That section twenty-nine hundred of 
the revised statutes be, and hereby is. amended 
so as to read as follows: 


“Sec. 2900, The owner, consignee, or agent of 
any imported merchandise which has been 
actually purchased may, at the time,and not 
afterward, when he shail make and verify his 
written entry of his merchandise, make such 
addition in the entry to the cost or value given in 
the invoice, or pro forma invoice, or statement 
in form of an invoice, which he shall produce 
with his entry, asin hie opinion may raise the 
same to the actual market value or wholesale 
price of such merchandise, at the period of ex- 
portation to the United States, in the principa; 
markets of the country from which the same 
has been imported; and the collector within 
whose district any merchandise, whether the 
same has been actually purchased or procured 
otherwise than by purchase, may be imported 
or entered, shall cause such actual market 
value or wholesale price thereof to be ap- 
praised; and if such appraised value shall ex- 
ceed by ten per centum or more the entered 
value, then, in addition to the duties imposed 
by law on the same, there shall be levied and 
collected a duty of twenty per centum ad va- 
lorem on such appraised value. The duty 
shall not; however, be assessed upon an 
amount less than the invoice or entered value, 
except as elsewhere especially provided in this 
act.” 

Sec. 14. That all invoices of imported mer- 
chandise shall, at or before the shipment of the 
merchandise, be produced to the consul, vice- 
consul, or commercial agent of the United 
States of the consular district from which the 
merchandise is imported to the United States, 
and if there be no consul, vice-consul, or com- 
mercial agent for said district, then said in- 
voices shall be produced to the consul, vice- 
consul, oF commercial agent of the district 
nearest thereto, and shall have indorsed there- 
on, when so produced, a declaration signed Ly 
the purchaser, manufacturer, owner, or agent, 
setting forth that the invoice is in all respects 
correct and true; that it contains, if the mer- 
chandise was obtained by purchase, a true and 
full statement of the time when, and the place 
where the same was purchased, and the actual 
cost thereof and of all charges thereon; and 
that no discounts, bounties, or drawbacks are 
contained in the invoice but such as have actu- 
ally teen allowed thereon; and when obtained 
in any other manner than by purchase, the 


actual market value or wholesale price thereot 


at the time of exportation to the United States 
in the principal markets of the country from 
whence exported; and that no different invoice 
of the merchandise, mentioned in the invoice 
80 produced, has been or will be furnished to 
any one, If the merchandise was actually 
purchased, the declaration shall also contain a 
statement that the currency in which such in- 
voice is made out is the currency which was 
actually paid for the merchandise by the pur- 
chaser. 

Sec. 15. That section twenty-nine hundred 
and thirty-one of the revised statutes be, and 
hereby is, amended go as to read as follows: 

“Sec. 2931. The decision of the collector of 
customs and of the naval officer, if any, at 
the port of importation and entry, as to 
the rate and amount of duties to be paid on any 
merchandise, and the dutiable costs and 
charges thereon, sball be final and conclusive 



























against all persons interested in such merchan- 
dise, unless the owner, importer, consignee, or 
agent of the merchandise ehall, within ten days 
after and not on any day before the ascertain- 
ment and liquidation of the duties by the 
proper officers of the customs, as well in cases 
of merchandise entered in bond as for con- 
sumption, give notice in writing to the col- 
lector, if dissatisfied with the aforesaid decision, 
setting forth therein, Cistinctly and specifically, 
and in respect to each entry, the reasons of his 
ebjection thereto, and shall also, within thirty 
days after the date of such ascertainment and 
liquidation, appeal therefrom to the Secretary 
of the Treasury,who, on receiving such appeal, 
shall forthwith call upon the collector for a re- 
port thereon; and the collector shall thereupon, 
if he adheres to his decision, set forth, specifi- 
cally and in detail, to the Sec retiry. the reasons 
therefor; and the decision of the Secretary on 
such appeal shall be final and conclusive, and 
such merchandise, or costs and charges, shall 
be liable to duty accordingly, unless suit shall 
be brought, within ninety days after the de- 
cision of the Secretary of the Treasury on such 
appeal, for any duties which shall have been 
pain before the date of such decision on such 
merchandise, or costs and charges or within 
ninety days after the payment of duties paid 
after the decision of the Secretary. No suit 
shall be begun or maintained for the recovery 
of any duties alleged to have been erroneously 
or illegally exacted, until the decision of the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall have been first 
had on such appeal, unless the decision of the 
Secretary shall be delayed more than ninety 
days from the date of such appeal. And when 
asuit shall be brought by the United States to 
recover the additional duties found due on any 
ascertainment and liquidation thereof, and not 
paid, the defendant or defendants shall not be 
permitted to set up any plea or matter in de- 
fense excepting such as shall bave been set 
forth in a protest and appeal made as herein 
prescribed.” 


Sec. 16. That the section of the Revised 
Statutes numbered three thousand and twelve 
shall be, and hereby is, amezded by adding at 
the end of said section the following words; 


“And there shail be attached to the said bil) 
of particulars, when served as aforesaid,a copy 
of each and every such protest or notice of dis- 
satisfaction, and of every sppeal relied upon 
by the plaintiff or plaintiffs in said suit;and the 
said bill of particulars shall declare the date of 
liquidation: and a bill of particulars, having 
been served as aforesaid, shall not thereafter 
be amended by the plaintiff, or by the court on 
the plaintiff's motion, so as to increase the total 
sum claimed therein as having been exacted in 
excess.”’ 

Sec, 17. That no suit which by this act, or by 
apy law of the United States, is permitted to 
be begun against a collector of customs to re- 
vover money alleged to have been illegally 
exacted by him on imported merchandise, 
sball hereafter be begun or maintained in any 
court of any State of the United States, but 
each and every such suit shall be begun in the 
circuit court of the United States for the dis- 
trict in which such alleged illegal exaction 
shall have been made. 

Sec. 18. That section three thousand and 
twelve and one-half of the Revised Statutes 
shall be, and hereby is, amended so as to read 
as follows: 

“Whenever it shall be shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury (first) 
that, in any case of uuascertained or estimated 
duties, more money has been paid to or depos- 
ited with a collector of customs than the law 
required to be paid or deposited; and also 
(second) whenever the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall have decided, on an appea) to him as 
hereia provided, that more money has been 
paid to or deposited with a collector of cus- 
toms than the law required; and also (third) 
whenever any judgment shall have been re- 
covered and entered, in auy court of the 
United States, against a collector of customs, 
for duties illegally exacted by him on imported 
merchandise, and a certificate of probable 
cause shall bave been entered in said suit, in 
compliance with the provisions and require- 
ments of section nine hundred and eighty-nine 
of the Revised Statutes, from which judgment 
the Attorney-General shall certily, in confor- 
mity with the act of March third, eighteen 
bundred and seventy-five (chapter one hundred 
and thirty-six), that no appeal or writ of error 
will be taken by the United States, and from 
which jadgment the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall also be Satisfied that no such appeal or 
writ of error ought to be taken; and also 
(fourth) whenever any suit or sults have been 
begun against a cojlector of customs to re- 
cover money exacted by him and paid under 
protest, and an appeal, as required by law, and 
a bill of particulars has been served therein on 
the defendant or his attorney, as required by 
law, and when by the legal effect of any judg- 
ment of a court of the United States, satisfac- 
tory to the Attorney-General and the Secretary 
of the Treasury as aforesaid, the said exaction 
of such duties shall have been declared illegal, 
and protests, appeals, and bilis of particulars 
have been made according to the law in force 
at the time of importation, and the proper 
officers of the customs shal! under the instruc- 
tions of the Secretary of the Treasury, have 
reliquidated the entries covered, by said suit or 
suits, and bill or bills of particulars, according 
to the principles and rules of law prescribed by 
sald judgment, and the district attorney ap- 
pearing of record for the defendant shall certify 


that such suits have been discontinued, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall,in each and all of the 
before-mentioned cases, always excepting 
judgments or ‘judgment cases’ in suite com- 
monly known as ‘charges and commission’ 
suits, which last named shall only be paid in 
pursuance of a specific appropriation therefor, 
draw nis warrant upon the treasurer in fayor 
of the person or persons entitled to the over- 
payment, or the sum expressed in said judg- 
ment, or the sum thus found due on reliquida- 
ation of the entries. in discontinued suits, in- 
cluding [costs payable by law, directing the 
treasurer to refund and pay the same out of 
any money in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. The necessary moneys therefor 
are hereby appropriated, and this appropria- 
tion shall be deemed a ‘permanent, indefinite 
appropriation.” 

Sec. 19. That’ section twenty-nine hundred 
and twenty-seven of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended by the addition of the follow- 
ing words thereto: 


“No allowances for damage to" woods. wares, 
and merchandise imported into the United 
States shall hereafter be made in the estima- 
tion and liquidation of duties therecn; tut the 
importer thereof may abandon to the govern- 
ment all or any portion of goods.’ wares, and 
merchandise included in any invoice, and be 
relieved from the payment of the duties on the 
portion so abandone2z: Provided, That the por- 
tion so abandoned shall amount to ten per 
centum or over of tie total .value of the in- 
voice.” 


Sec. 22. That section twenty-eight hundred 
and sixty-four of the Revised Statutes be, and 
hereby is, amended 60 as to read as followed: 

“Sec. 2864. That any owner, importer, con- 
signee, agent or other person who shall, with 
intent to defraud the revenue, make or at- 
tempt to make any entry of imported merchan- 
dise by means of any fraudulent or false in- 
voice, affidavit, letter. or paper, or by means of 
any false statement, written or verbal, or who 
shall be guilty of any wilful act or omission 
by means whereof the United States shall be 
deprived of the lawful duties, or any portion 
thereof, accruing upon the merchandise, or 
any portion thereof, embraced or referred to 
in such invoice, affidavit, letter, paper, or state- 
ment, or affected by such act or omission‘ 
shall for each offense be fined in any sum not 
exceeding five thousand dollars nor less than 
fifty dollars, or be imprisoned for any time not 
exceeding two years, or both; and, in addition 
to such fine,such merchandise, or the value 
thereof, shall be forfeited, which forfeiture 
shall only apply to the whole of the merchan- 
dise, or the value thereof, in the case or pack- 
age containing the particular article or articles 
of merchandise to which such fraud or alledged 
fraud relates; and anything contained in any 
act which provides for the forfeiture or con- 
fiscation of an entire invoice in consequence of 
any item or items contained in the same being 
undervalued be, and the same is hereby, re- 
pealed.” 

Sec. 23. That all imported goods, wares, and 
merchandise which may be in the public stores 
or bonded warebouses or on shipboard within 
the limite of any port of entry, or remaining in 
the customs offices, on the day and year when 
this act, or any provition thereof, shall go into 
effect, except as otherwise provided in this act, 
shall be subjected tono other duty, upon the 
entry thereof for consumption, than if the 
game were imported respectively after that 
day; and all goode, wares, and merchandise re- 
maining in bonded warehouses on the day and 
year this act,or any provision thereof, shall 
taxe effect,and upon which the duties shall 
bave been paid, shall be entitled to a refund of 
the difference between the amount of duties 
paid and the amount of duties said goods, 
ware, and merchandise would be subject to if 
the same were imported respectively after that 
date. 

Bec. 24. That sections three thousand and 
eleven and three thousand and thirteen of the 
Revised Statutes be, and hercby are, repealed 
as to all importations made after the date of 
this act; and all lawsand parts of laws inconsis- 
tent with the other requirements and grovi- 


sions of this act are also hereby repealed.

Interviews on the Box and Cartage 
Question. 


As the restoration of the system of charging 
for boxes and cartage throughout the country 
depends in a large measure on the decision of 
New York drug jobbers and importers, the Rz- 
PORTER made a special effort last week to ob- 
tain their views. There wus a hesitancy on the 
part of some firms to speak for publication as 
they argued thatagitation weuld do more harm 
than good, hence the brief remarks in must in- 
stances as will be seen below. It wasespecially 
desired that each firm should express views at 
length on the advantages and disadvantages of 
the proposed plan, but the _ parties 
visited preferred the conservative course of 
saying as littie as possible until chairman 
Myers of Cleveland, who has the matter in 
hand, is heard from. Everybody is agreed 
that charges should be restored but confidence 
in the scheme is lacking. The result of the in- 
terviews is as follows; 

Mr. John McKesson, Jr., of the firm of Meo- 
Kesson & Robbins, limited his remarks to this 
statement: “We never adopted free box and 
cartage until driven into it, and when everybody 
else has agreed to make a change, then it will 
be time to come andsee McKesson & Robbins 
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We don’t think it is possible to get every one 
in the trade and allied branches to come tosuch 
an agreement as would be mutually satisfac- 
tory and binding upon al). The plan cannot 
be carried out end upheld, therefore there is 
no use of us taking the advance steps. The 
retailers bave a bard stroggie now to make 
any money, and they would resist strongly the 
collection of any new charges. The practice 
of making prices for goods ino'uding all 
charges is rather on the increase. The regula- 
tion of a tariff on cartage would involve a 
new Trust, and public sentiment to-day seems 
to be against all Truste. We propose to adhere 
to the present rule of the house as long as por- 


ible.” 


The rule referred to by Mr. McKesson was 
adopted by the firm in January, 1§83, and reads 


as follows: 


“A variety of causes have for some years 
been operating to change the manner of dis- 
tributing diugs throughout the country; 
whereas formerly large purchases were made 
every spring and fall, customers are now buy- 
ing in emailer quantities at frequent intervals, 
and the extra charges for packing boxes and 
cartage bave lately appeared a greater tax than 
before. The practice of discriminating, in this 
respect,in favor of certain customers, which 
has become more or less general in the trade, is 
not according to good principles, and we prc- 
pose to make no charge tor packing boxes and 


cartag®, for assorted goods, to customers send 


iog orders, at the same time our prices will al- 
ways be as low as quantities ordered and qual- 
ity willa'low. Thie will not apply to 25 ibacd 
60 lb packager, for which it ia the custom of the 
trade to charge, patent cans and cases, kegs and 
half barreie, barrels for chalk, whiting, etc., 


nor to orders sold through brokers.” 


Mr, E. G. Wells, representing Mr. C, N. Crit- 
tenton said: “We bave never charged for 
boxcsorcaitage. About 90 per cent «<f our 
trade cut of town is with jobbing houses, and 
etill it istaid tbat uniess cur hcuse sigrs an 
agreement to cbarge, that certain parties in 
this city will keep out of the pian and thu; 
make the ;rezent movementa failure. For 26 
years the cry has gore up from wholesale drug- 
gis's that th y would be just as well sath fi dif 
they sold no propiie‘ary mcdiciner. If they 
don’t want that kind of businers and it comes 


to our cet,I can’t see where competition srises, 
Wholesalers have always bandied proprietary 


gocds under protest, Our noure conducts a 


business independent ofthe drug line, and 
why cur action should deter drug jobbers from 
returning to the system which ex’stei among 
them up to five cr six yearsiago, is ciffcult to 
understand. It isabsurbtosay we sre com- 
peting with the drug trade io this matter as we 
never made charges acd the jobbers did, as 
stated. As they bave been forced into the 
Proprietary gcods business, we wil gladly re- 
lievethem of all trade which they have ne 
desire to handle. Although a meeting wis 
held ‘n Mr. Crittenton’s office last week to con- 
sider this question, no document has ever 
been sul mitted to us,and we have not been 
askcd to sign any agreement of the sort, nor 
do we think it proper that our tiznature should 
bo solicittd, We sell no crude druge, end 
neither weigh or measure, It appcara as if the 
trade genera'ly understood our position, which 
istocontinue the custom. Our business is 
such that we accumulate a large number of 
seoond band buxes; we are not charged for 
them and consequently make no clarge in re 
ture, acd jobbers would certainly obj-ct to 


the charges.” 


MrvGeorge R. Hillier, of Hillier’s Son & Co., 


said they were still observing tne following 
rule which was adopted on January 1, 1884: 
“On and after this date all cur goods in pack- 
ages will be sold without charge for barrele. 


half-barrels, kege, boxes cr bags. On all goods 


ordered in paper buodles the packing box will 


be charged for. Also, as bas been our custom 
heretofore, all goods will be shipped by us free 


of cartage.” 


In a conversation Mr. Hillier said that the 
cost of all packages and delivery was added to 
tke cost of the goodr. “We have favored the 
idea of making special charges for coverings 
and cartage, but the trouble has been to get 
other manufacturers to agree; it seems impos- 
sible for them to charge for delivery as it 
would be difficult to regulate the tar:ff. There 
is no necessity for a change #Mong our class of 
trade, but it would be desirable among jub- 
bers; retai ersehould pay for their packages. 
If the spice dealerr, manufacturers and drug 
millers throughout the ccuatry could come to 
an understending on the matter we would join 
them. We don’t Icse anything by our present 
system, as the expense of delivery to and from 
store und cost uf packages are added to the 


value of the goods, es atate’.” 
Mr, Jobn Fulton, Jr., of the firm of Stallman 


& Fulton, desired to correct an erroneous im- 


pression concerning the status of their house 
in the matter, which had prevailed at the meet- 
ing of the Obio, Kentucky aud Indiana Drug 
Exchange in Columbus recently. A speaker 
at the meeting bad etated that all the hovres in 
New York had adopted the system except 
Stallman & Fulton, or soretbing to th t effect. 
The mistake of the gentlenan had sit ce been 
referred to in a circular cf the fi m issued 
April 2, which states that: “To avoid any mis- 
apprebension in regard to charging for cartage 
and Otlier than original packages, we would 
atate ‘vifat we, xs Importere, charge for these 
itetiis,"Dut'we do ‘Dot “object' to make special 
prices, if desired, with these chargeg iagluded.”

The practice of adding charges to the cost price 
entails considerable trouble, as explanations 
have to be made-with almost every sale. As we

always followed this practice. Jobbers here 
should certainiy be allowed to charge boxing 
and cartage, but I do not know that I should 
advocate that the manufacturers abolish the 
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board in original packager, but where we fill 
an assorted order we should be allowed to 
charge whatever we pay for the boxes used 
and for carting.” 

Mesers. Lehn & Fick have their own ideas on 
the question, which, however, they do not in- 
gist upon, and are willing to subordinate them 
to the general good. They will do whatever 
the rest of the trade do. 

Messrs. D. M. Stiger & Co. will ourdially sup- 
Port the idea of charging for boxes and cartage 
if the entire trade adopt the plan, 
A member of the firm said to a 
REPORTER representative: “We signed 
the paper with the proviso that we would be 
Parties to the agree ment if the movement were 
general, It makes a big difference to us in the 
course of the year whether we supply boxing 
and cartage free or aro paid forthem. We get 
&@ good many small orders from our customers, 
who, if they had to pay for boxing and wartage 
every time they ordered, would bold back until 
they could make upalarge bill, These numer- 
ous small orders compel us to employ more 
clerks, buy more boxes, and in other ways add 
largely to our expenses.” 

“We favor the movement for a return to the 
o}d practice,” said Mr. Littell, of Messra, R. W. 
Robinson & Co, “It wouldn’t be eo bad if 
free boxing and cartage were allowed only on 
large orders, but the system of no charge en- 
courages retail druggists to ‘order in 
small quantities and often, and in some 
cases the ccst of boxing and cartage 
ea's up the profit on the crder entirely. 
If the retailers had to pay this ccst they 
would be more careful and not be sending 
down town, as they ¢ fien do now fora twelfth 
of a dozen orasixthofadozen. They would 
wait until they hala gooisiz d order to send 
us. Ifthe system can te put icto genéral 
pr actice—that is if it is unamimously aioptei— 
it will be the result of saving the trade what is‘ 
in many ca-es a heavy expers>. 

“We beliéve there should be some definite un- 
derstancing in tho trade on this question,” sa'd 
Mr. Andrcw B. Regers of Mes rs. Rogers & 
Pyatt,* andtbat tkere should be a un'form 
practice fel’owed. The charge fcr tox s and 
cartage shculd stard, as items, by them- 
selves and not be added to tie price 
of goods. There should be a charge for cartage 
on all imported goods in original packager, but 
goods of domestic manufacture should be put 
f. 0. b., aad a charge made for boxing and cart- 
ing should be made on orders for lots in less 
than original packages. Our bouse bas always 
adhered to the old custom of charging cartage 
on imported goode, and goods of dur own 
manufacture we have always ;ut f. o, b., mak- 
ing no charge for containers when original 
packages were ordered. In some instances, 
however, buyers have unceremoniously 
deducted box and c:rtage charges when 
remitting, and as these would amount 
to less than a dollar usually, the sum was too 
small to warrant a lengtby correspondence, 
which inthe end might engender unfriendly 
feelings in the mind of the custemer. We 
heartily approve of the present agitation and 
trust some definite and satisfactory resuit may 
be attained by it.” 

Messrs. Hall & Ruckel refused to express an 
opinion on the subject, but the general opinion 
in the trade is that they are opposed to the 
proposed restoration of the charges. 

“The charge isa legitimate one, and should 
be made,” said Mr. Thos. F. Main, of Mesars. 
Tarrant & Co. ‘We would hail with satisfac- 
tion the return of the trade to theold system of 
charging for boxing and carting, but unless 
the present movement is unanimous, it might 
as well be abandoned.

In 1857 the firm of Boyd Bros was established 
in New York, as importers of chemicals and 
dealers in white lead. They were also receiy- 
ers of alcohol and high wines from the west, 
their dealings in the Jatter constituting an im- 
portant feature of their business, The two 
senior members retiring in 1871 Mr. F. O. Boyd 
continued the business under the atyle of F. O. 
Boyd & Co, and since that time has been one of 
the largeet receivers of western aicohvu! and 
spirits in this city, a large portion of this busi- 
nese having been in bonded alcohol! for export. 
As this bouse bas always been selling to the 


trade in car jots, ¢ 


Mr. Fulton eaid that the only goods delivered 
f.o. b. were articles of their own manufacture, 
auch ag insect powder and castile soap. 

Mr. A. U. Andrus of the firm of Lazell, Dalley 
& Co , declined to be interviewed. 

The present rule observed by the latter firm 
dated January 22, 1883, reads as follows: “From 
this time forward, and until further notice, ws 
will make no charge for cartage, nor for pack- 
ing cases containing assorted mercbandiee: 
This rule will not apply to kegs, barrele, boxee 
or packages containing single items, such as 
borax, copperae, camphor, seeds, gume, crude 
drugs (powdered or who'c), liquide, etc., nor 
cases containing cans of castor oll in Jess quan- 
tity than original caee. Goods bought through 
brokers are excepted from above rule.” 

Mr. J. A. Velsor, of the firm of Peek &Velsor, 
thought it wasa legitimate charge and should 
be collected, if the difficulties in the way of an 
amicable agreement could be overcome. In 
regulating the tariff on cartage, he suggested 
that each house charge the same rates asked by 
the truckmen, which are one dollar per ton this 
side of Canal street,and $160 per ton above 
Canal street, or Brooklyn half cartage could be 
charged for single packages. 

Mesare. Jungbluth & Weingartner follow no 
special rule but act independently of the trade 
by charging or not charging, according to the 
wishes of their patrons and nature of the trans- 
actiony, They sell goods mostly in origina) 
packages for which no charge is made, The 
firm would not care to sign an agreement, 

Mr. W. 8. Mersereau, of the firm of W. H. 
Shicffelin & Co., has had considerable experi- 
ence with the question at issue, having been 
chairman of the committee on box and cartage 
one year, during which time he worked hard 
for the interests of the jobbing drug trade in 
thia matter. Ina talk with that gentleman he 
said that be attended the meeting last week 
and signe¢ the egrement to restore charges 
with the distinct understanding that it would 
pot be binding until the change was uniform 
throughout tke country. Continuing he said: 
“We fought this matter for one year after the 
others had been quoting f. o. b. ard free boxes,

Mr. Theodore Weicker, manager of the New

considers the outside boxes or packing cases a 
special item altogether which ought to be 
cbarged for. They only charge the actual cost 
of the cases, however. “Of course,” said Mr. 
Weicker, “when wriginal packages are taken 
no charge is made for their containers. It is 
only when the goc 43 are repacked to make up 
an assorted order that we ask tho buyer to pay 
forthe box. I thiuk that is only just. We do 
not charge for cartage because it is the general 
practice of the trade to deliver goods free, and 
we'simply follow the custom ” 

Mr. Fraser, of Messrs. Fraser & Lee, was 
heartily in favor of charging for boxes and 
cartage, if that were to be the general prac- 
tice, *But,” said he, “as the chain is only as 
«trong as its weakest !ink, if one house refuses 
to adopt the practice, it is useless for the rest 
of the trade to think of adopting it. We 
should very much like to see the trade return 
to a system to charging for boxes if they do 
not charge cartage, or vice versa. Half a loaf 
is better than no bread, but as it is now free 
boxing and free cai tage is so much dead loss to 
us.” 

Mr. Jobn F. Henry, of Jobn F. Henry & Co., 
said. “As a merchant and a business man, I 
believe in doing business on business princi- 
ples, and one of those principles is the charging 
of a reesonable price for boxing and cartage; 
no more than it costs me, how2ver. The Eu- 
ropean manufacturers and j bbers as a general 
thing make a charge for cases. Taos, Hallo- 
way. for instance, as well as othere, have

Liquor Decision in favor of a Druggist. 

A Newton lowa druggist was indicted for 
selling liquor contrary to law. The evidence 
before the Grand Jury on which the indict- 
ment was found was the sworn statement of 
monthly sales, filed by the druggist with the 
County Auditor, as required by law.

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Artificial Alizarine and its Deriva- 
tives.

Among the many products obtained from 
coal car, one of the most useful is probably 
anthracite, an hydrocarbon, having the for- 
mula C,,8,., as this forms the substance from 
wash alizarine is manufactured. 

Alizarine is the coloring principle of the 
madder root, and yields, when used for dyeing 
cotton, the celebrated Turkey red. 

Its presence in madder was first discovered 
by Robiquet and Colin in 1831; while it and the 
other coloring principles present in madder 
was the subject cf the classical researches cf 
Schunck, nnd after the discovery of the aniline 
colors, a.izarine became the subject of numer- 
ous tn-gestigations which had for their objectits 
pregaration from coal tar. Before a natural 
ody like alizarine can be made artificially it is 
wecessary to have a thorough, knowledge of its 
‘composition and the reactions it undergoes 
when treated with various reagents, so that we 
can be quite sure that we start with the proper 
base. Schunck in 1848 gave the composition of 
alizarine as C,,H,0C,; and hence it is evident 
we must start with a body which will contain 
34 atoms of carbon in its molecule. In 1850 
Stricker gave the composition of alizarine as 
C,¢H,0;, and, partly on the basis of Stricker’s 
researches, Rougsin, in 1861, endeavored 
to make alizarine from Naphthalene C,,- 
H,, but without success. Later on two 
German chemists, Graebe and Liebermann, dis- 
covered (1868) that from alizarine of the madder 
anthracene could be obtained. Now, anthra- 
ceno was discovered in 1882 by Dumas and Lau- 
rent to be a constituent of ccal tar, and hence 
the problem now was to make al'zirine from 
anthracene. This was solved in 1£69 by Graebe 
aud Liebermann,in Germany, and Perkin, in 
Bugland. The result of these discoveries was 
that madder has been entirely displaced by 
alizarine for dyeing cotton Turkey red, while it 
has opened up new styles in calico printing. 

At firet the alizarine was not by any means 
pure, but now it is made almost chemically 
puro, and further various bodies very similar in 
composition, such as flavo, purpurin, anthra 
purpurin, are made, which give various shades 
when combiped with the mordants used in 
dyeing. 

Al'.arine and its congeners are not coloring 
m*¢cters themselves, like magenta, but coloring 
erinciples, and are of a sligbly acid nature; 
they therefore require combining with bodies 
of abasic nature to form the color, thus with 
alumina alizarine gives a brilliant scarlet, with 
tin a more purple tint, with iron an almost 
black color, with soda a purplish red. This fact 
forms the principle on which is based the pro- 
duction of Turkieh red, the process for which 
is as follows: The cotton is thoroughly 
bleached, it is then passed through a bath of 
eu! phated oil, a peculiar preparation of castor 
oll, it is then dried, or sometimes it is steamed; 
the next operation consists in mordanting it in 
a solution of acetate of alumina, at a strength 
of8 deg. Twaddel for two to four houze. The 
eotton is wrung, dried, and worked for half an 
hour in water containing a little chalk. 

.Then comes the dyeing, which is done by 
passing the cotton into a bath containing 7 to 
10 per cent of alizarine, 20 per cent, with 1 
per cent of chalk; the cotton is dyed cold for 
half to one hour, then the temperature is 
gradually raised to 70 dep.—80 deg. C. and kept 
at this temperature until tbe bath is exhausted, 
tbe cotton is washed and dried. It is now again 
put into a second oil bath, dried and steamed 
forone hour. The cotton is now washed in 
soap and dried, 

Turkey red is one of the fastest colors known. 
It stands exposure to light to a great degree, 
resists the action of soap, acids and alkalics 
hence these properties combined with its 
brilliance of color, have contributed to place 
it among the colors most esteemed by the gen- 
eral public. 

Until within the last few years alizarine red 
was the only color derived from alizarine, but 
now we are acquainted with orange, blue, and 
black colors. The orange is prepared from 
alizarine by treatment with nitrous acid, it is 
applied in the same way as aiizarine, but bas 
not been much used. 

Alizarine biue, or anthracene blue, is met 
with in two forme; first, that of a paste-like 
alizarine, second, a powder under the name of 
alizarine blues. The former is sold under 
various marks and is insoluble in water: the 
latter is scluble in water. Avizarine blue is 
quite as fast to light as the red, and is applied 
very easily, Alizarine black is quite new and 
not much is yet known about it; it is used the 
same as th blue, and is said to be fast, 
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Oxy-Naphtoic Acid as a Disinfectant, 


This acid, frequently referred to of latein 
periodical literature as a new compound, was 
discovered already twenty years ago by Eller, 
and the formula (,,H;%;, graphically ex~

correctly given by him. Eller proposed for it 
the name carbo naphtolic acid, but did not sep- 
arate that obtained from a-naphtol from that 
gotten from B naphtol, This separation was 
shortly after effected by L. Schaeffer, He 
found that the a acid gave * biue color with 
ferric chloride, while the B-avid gave @ violet 
black imky color, -*

The a-acid fuses at 185 deg. C. Tho B-acid, 
obtained with greater difficulty, and fusing at 
236 deg. C., was studied more fully by Batter- 
shall in 1873, whose results were confirmed by 
Strumpf in 1£77. 

Of the innumerable naphtoi derivatives ob- 
tained since that time, these acids have speci- 
ally excited practical interest because of their 
strong antiseptic properties. The firm of 
“Heyden, successors,” obtained a German pat- 
ent on the 8th of July, 1886, for the use of car- 
bon dioxide under pressure, at a temperature 
of 120 deg. to 140 deg. C.. upon the alkali salts 
of a-and B-naphtol. The discoverer of this 
process, so similar to the salicylic acid process, 
was R. Schmitt, who with Burkard, described a 
whole geries of derivatives of these carbo- 
naphtoio acids. 

On account of its greater stability, the a-acid 
has hitherto been alone considered, and this, 
by the new method, can be made very cheaply 
—the kilo costing at wholesale, acccrding to 
purity, from six to ten marks, or $1 44 to $2 40. 
It forms needle like colorless crystals, which 
are difficultly soluble—1 to 80,000—in pure cold 
water. The odor resembles that of naphtol, 
and excites sneezing. When carefully heated, 
the acid sublimes unchanged. As before men- 
tioned, the solution is turned blue by ferric 
chloride, but with a shade of green. Ifthe 
acid ig pure, the solution keeps unchanged; the 
commercial acid, however, changes insunlight, 
first toa yellow and then red. At a boiling 
temperature, naphtol is formed in thesolution, 
while carbon dioxide is literated. The ethe- 
real, alcoholic and other solutions as yet need 
not be practically considered, nor any of the 
salts which are prepared with difficulty and are 
mostly only slightly characteristic. The crude 
acid contains 0°4 per cent of ash, consist- 
ing of lime, iron, alumina, chlorine, sulphuric 
acid, etc. The antizymotic action of a-naphtoic 
acid, according to a statement of Holmes, 
is five times stronger than that ofsalicylicacid. 
Though we may hesitate to express such Aif- 
ferences of effective strength by definite num- 
bers, we may readily convince ourselves of 
the greater part of the new disinfectant by 
making an experiment with blood. If, for ex- 
ample, we add a few decigrams of salicylic acid 
to 60 centimeters fresh bullock’s blood putrid 
decomposition is not arrested, while with an 
equal addition of a-oxynaphtoic acid, the odor 
of putrefaction will not develop for weeks. 
Still more striking is the antiseptic action when 
urine is taken. 


This property of the acid, in connection with 
the fact that it can be manufactured so cheaply, 
has attracted the attention of students of hy- 
geine and veterinary surgeons. The publica- 
tion of a series of experiments concerning its 
physiologal and germicide qualities, by Lubert 
and several veterinary institutes, is shortly ex- 
pected to appear in the technical journals, Un- 
fortunately the general use of the substance 
isrendered more difficult on account of its 
slight solubility in water. Likewise its use in 
preserving articles of focd will be precluded 
by its poisonous character. On the other hand 
its poisonous effects will not hinder its use as 
an antiseptic in surgery in the light of the ex- 
perience gained with corrosive sublimate. 

It will, perbape, replace iodoform, which hss 
lately been called into question, its solubility 
in ether making if possible to obtain a stable 
half per cent collodion solution. 

The a-oxynaphthoic will have possibilities in 
the following cases: To keep paste and similiar 
materials odorless, to disinfect.water closets, 
etc., m fact in all instances where powder-like 
disinfectants may be used, and lastly in cases 
where sublimate is excluded on account of the 
presence of albumenoid matter.—Pharm. Cen- 
tralhalle. 
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History of Lard Manafacture. 


In speaking about the Jard bearing in Wash- 
ington, a correspondent. of the Chicago Journal 
gives the following review of the industry: 

It would seem that lard, per se, is the matter 
really under investigation, whether it is called 
“refined’’ or “prime steam.” These classifica- 
tions are, after all, but brands, and express, in 
a sense, a process rather than the composition. 
both being partly lard. The brand or trade 
mark, “refined,’”’ Jard was adopted over thirty 
years ago to represent a product in which the 
prominent and distinguishing feature was firm- 
ness—a property or characteristic giving it a 
high melting point, or a greater resistance to 
heat, than the lard then known to the trade as 
“kettle rendered, packers’ lard.” To obtain 
this firmness any lard used in the combination 
had, and has now, of necessity to be rendered, 
settled, etc., a cleansing or refining process. 
hence the term “refined”’ lard. 

At the time mentioned, investigation will 
show that the lard of commerce--this “kettle 
rendered” packers’ lard was carefully made 
from the leaf and trimmings of the hogs (no 
need to go into the matter of manufacture, it 
is fairly understood) —both it and the “refined” 
lard were pure—and, for a fact, Gontinued to 
be manufactured purely as late as the year 
1880, The two brands, ‘‘refined’”’ and ‘packers’ ’’ 
lard, sold side by side for many years—the ‘‘re- 
fined” gradually supplanting the ‘“‘packers’” 
by reason of its greater economy, and possi- 
bility of transportation, at any and all seasons 
of the year—and this too, while, asa rule, the 
“refined’’ jard was selling at about one-balf 
cent.per pound above the packers’ lard, when 
put up ia tierces. By the admission of the re- 
finer, the brand “refined” lard bag in late yearg 


come to represent some differcnt products 
from what it did in 1880. Still no complaint is 
made by any one who is using the article, and it 
is very questionable whether any consumer 
can, even now, with the facts about tho me.nu- 
facture published from the housetops, discover 
any difference between tho refined lard as mado 
to-day, and that made some years ago, so faras 
the general points of use, taste ani economy 
are concerned. 

But has the “‘packers’ Jard” undergone no 
change in manufacture? Hes the packer made 
any admissions about the d'fferent way ho is 
making lard—that is, “‘packers’” or ‘primo 
steam,” as the packer chooses to brand it? Let 
us see. As stated above, up to 1£80, both “re- 
fined” and “packers’,’”’ or “prime steam” lard 
were pure. About this time butterine appeared 
upon the market—a product made of butter 
and “leaf” lard; its cheapness and merit com- 
mending it, its production and sals became one 
of the phenomenal features of trade. Host'lity 
to its manufacture was inaugurated, and the 
dairy interests secured such legislation as has 
materially curtailed the production. The legie- 
lation has benefited no ome. Butter has not 
advanced in price; on the contrary, does not 
command as good a price as before the attack 
on the butterine manufacturers, This, how- 
ever, is all by way of parenthesis. The “leaf’’ 
lard, from which this butterine (or oleomar- 
garine, as the law speaks of it), was, and is still 
made, became at once a distinct article of mer- 
chandise. The packer stripped it from the hog 
to put it into his chili room—not into his tanks, 
as be was required to do. He sold it to the 
butterine makers, or made it into “neutral” 
and sold it in that way, and is doing so to-day 
He did this, too, knowing that the rules of the 
Board of Trade required he should put this 
“leat” lard, in the proportion in which it came 
from the hog, into his lard tank, together with 
the trimmings, to make wkat the Board of 
Trade rule describos as *‘choice” lard. 

This rule was in force in 1880 and is in force 
to-day. Then there is another rule, one that 
re'ates to what the Board of Trade is pleased 
to call and brand “prime steam” lard. This 
rule was in force in 1880 and continued to beso 
until a year ago. It also required that that the 
“leaf” lard, in connection with other products 
of the hog, should be put into the lard tank to 
make “prime steam” lard. Any of your read- 
erscan read these rules in tho reports of the 
Secretary of the Board of Trade for the years 
1880 to 1886 inclusive. Here are two rules, each 
requiring the packer to make lard, both 
“choice’’ and “prime steam,” with the “leaf” 
lard in both brands. Did he do it? No, the 
rules were utterly ignored thruugh the cupidity 
and averice of the packer. He openly defied 
the rules in selling his “‘leaf’’ lard to the butter- 
ine manufacturer, and it was not until one 
year ago that the rule was changed to meet this 
change in the manufacture of lard, the require- 
ment that the “leaf’’ should be in the “prime 
steam” lard being entirely eliminated from the 
rule, 

This elimination of the “lear’ from the 
“prime steam” or packers’ lard was brought 
about by the packers themselves. They filched 
the best fat of the hog from the tank, and the 
belance of the product, as every oil presser or 
lard refiner will tell you, are the products they 
now and formerly purchased for making lubri- 
cating oils, viz., “head lard.” “gut lard,” “pig’s 
foot stock,” “white’’ and “*yellow” greases, but 
under an arrangement and by consent, the 
Board of Trade brands them by a rule “prime 
steam” lard. 

There are some packers, as there are some 
refiners, who still manufacture and refine pure 
“old-fashioned’”’ packers’ and refined lard. 
They are looked upon, however, as “old fogies” 
—regarded as not knowing their busincss. It 
may be 60, but how can the packers who have 
been working in open disregard of their rules 
reconcile their course? They espouse the side 
of the question where it hits tne other fellow— 
the refiner—little thinking they are quite as 
culpable and deserving of condemnation. 
Surely those who are living in glass houses can 
not efford to throw stones. If the refiner, by 
reason of having changed his manner of mak- 
ing refined lard, has become a fair subject for 
surveillance on the part of the Government, is 
not the packer as much g0? 

If purity in lard is to be the outcome of the 
investigation now being conducted by the Ag- 
ricultural Committee of Congrese, it is to be 
hoped that as so much information has been 
elicited from the refiner and others the com- 
mittee will not confine themselves to taking 
testimony only at Washington. Let the com- 
mittee visit the different points East and West 
where swine are handiec and slaughtered; let 
them acquaint themselvés intimately with the 
work in the diferent packing- houses; call upon 
the “tank bosses,” the workmen about the 
packing-houses, not the owners and proprie- 
tors, nor yet the superintendents; get down to 
those men who are doing the manual labor, the 
“bone and sinew" of the packing-houses, and 
learn the truth. 
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The Wyoming Petroleum Districts, 
[From our Special Correspondent. ] 

RAPID City, Dak., April 2, 1888, 
All oil territory in Wyoming is upor goverr- 
ment land reserved for mineral purposes and 
not subject to preemption, and primarily it is 
allopen to any locator for oil purposes, save 
the comparatively small amount that has been 
proved upon and patented. The proper steps 


for locating upon and securing title to such 
lands secm not to be well understood, as but 
few <laimants have complied with tho laws 
sufficiently to make valid their claims in cere 
of contest. (The steps required for this puv- 
pose will be referred to in a future letter ) Tha 
most imro:tant Iccators and locations apperr- 
ing of record In tha 4 ff ront districts follow: 

D>. Greff, of Omahs, waa tke pioneer locator 
and tho cliims in which ho and other Onaba 
parties aro interested form the] :rge ttorritcry 
now patente’ by any one concern. They h-rs 
2,770 acrcs patented. and 2,260 unpatentca® 1 
tho valley of the Sweetwatcr, in tho B-aver, 
Popagle and Bg Horn districts. Offi :ials of the 
Union Pac.fi: Railroad and the Merchants 
National Bank, Omaha, aro said to boiong to 
this syndicate. They made superficial deve lop- 
ments at an carly stage of tho oil interest in 
the territory and necesssrily with very ®ude 
appliances; tut they found cnough indications 
to warrant them in putting considersb'o money 
into the venture of territory. Still larger tracts 
have been filed upon in tho same parts by the 
more recent corporation known as the Omaha 
& Platte Valley Oil Compzny, organized under 
the laws of Nebraska, who claim 14,000 acres. 
The company is capitalized at half a million 
but stock is to be increased to let in Chicago 
and Eastern capitalists, it is said. Among the 
entcrprises in contemplation by this comrany 
aro refining, storage and the construction ofa 
Pipe line to Omaha. 

The Wyoming Central Improvemenc Com- 
pany claim 1,60 acres in the Seminoe and Dut- 
ton districts; it is composed of Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad patties. Tho North- 
western Railroad is to be extended into their 
territcry, probably the present year. 

Tho Wyoming Land Company claim about 
700 acres in the Powder River district; this is 
the entierprise of Messre. Hoyt and Warren: 
two ex-Governors of the territory. There are 
many smaller and individual claims in central 
Wyoming districts, but these arethe more con- 
siderable improvements. 

Io the southwest the Bear River Oil Company 
claims 360 acree. These claims were filed over 
twenty years ago, and unices tho land bas been 
patented and tho rcquired assessmert work bas 
been done each of those many ycars, which 
would have called for an investment of $12,000, 
these lands are open to claimants with the im- 
provements made on them, as described in my 
last letter. 

The easternmost distr ct—8‘o:kade- which 
lies adj>ining tho Dakota line, is the locus of 
four principal companies and seversl individual 
claimants. The fcur companies c!aim 4(0 acres 
and to have kept their respective titles good by 
yearly assessment wo-:k. 


TH BELLE FOUR‘DE DISTRICT 

has been the scere of tho most cnerg: t o devel- 
opment. Ags itis the northermost work, it has 
started for the true petrolcum formation ata 
lower point than any—for the formations in 
which all the other districts have been drilling 
crop out long before this district iz reech-¢; 
while, so far as is known, the strata underlying 
the Belle Fourche district do not come to the 
surface north or east of this fleld, aad .o ther» 
is the better show for the gas andli¢ oil nv 
having escaped through such vents. Accord- 
ingly, it is noted that the surface oil ani that 
found in such shallow wells as have been 
drilled in this district is lighter and reveals the 
presence of more gas than is noticed in the dis- 
tricts farther south. 

Not less than sixteen incorporated companies 
have located claims in this district, besides the 
claims taken by individuael:; these claims all 
told cover about eight thousand acres. These 
claimants generally rely upon having done a 
little digging on the surface of the ground 
each year to hold their titles. Tho best ir- 
formed authority upon this district has ex- 
pressed to me the opinion that not one acre in 
ten of these claims can be successfu!ly con- 
tested if any one sees fit to jump them, in 
consequence as well of not doing the necessary 
assessment work as of not complying wi-h the 
laws in making the locations to begin with. 

Five wells have been begun in tho Belle 
Fourche district, viz., two by the Great Nortk- 
western Oil Company, and one each by the 
Wyoming Standard, Black Hills and Queen 
City companies. The Queen City Company 
kicked a welldown on the edge of tho valley 
south of the Bird Oil Springs (the strongest 
natural surface indication in tho district) toa 
depth of about 70 feet, finding heavy oil in 
some of the rock; this was probably the seep- 
ings from the surface which had followed the 
openings in the soil downward. 

The Biack Hills Oil Company has spent about 
eleven thousand dollars, but between fishing 
jobs, inexperience of workmen and dishonesty 
and contention among the officers of the eom 
pany, they have nothing to show for it buta 
shallow, plugged hole, a big lawsuit and a lot 
of sheriff's sales. Their operations were about 
a mile north of the Queen City’s, 

The Wyoming Standard Company has reached 
adepth of 300 feet at a point about six m:'2s 
north of the Belle Fourche river, at the foot cf 
Pine Ridge, and near the Park Oil Spring.

Analysis of the Leaves of Eupatorium 


Purpureum,* 
BY FRANE M. SIGGINS. 


Fifty grams of the drug in No. 60 powder 
were exhausted with petroleum ether, the solid 
extract of which amounted to 699 per cent. of 
the weight of the drug. This extract had a pale 
greenish color, with the odor of the drug, and 
an insipid, greasy taste. On heating in an air- 
bath at 110 deg. C. it lost ‘186 per cent. of its 
welght, representing the volatile portion. It 
was slightly soluble in cold alcobol, sad wholly 
so in hot alcohol], but precipitated on cooling. 
On filtering this solution and allowing it to 
evaporate spontaneously, a white granular wax 
was obtained which was not examined. 

The drug after thorough evaporation of the 
petroieum was exhausted with ether, The so- 
lution thus obtained bad a bright-green color 
by transmitted light, but brownish-red by re-

The drug was then exhausted with distilled 
water and yielded 1(°20 per cent. of extractive 
matter. 20c.c. of this aqueous solution were 
treated with 60 c.c. of absolute alcohol, and the 
precipitate representing the mucilage was col- 
lected, dried and weighed, yielding 4°8 per cent. 
The filtrate was evaporated to syrupy consis- 
tency, and treated with four volumes of abso- 
lute alcohol the precipitate collected as before, 
and representing the dextrin, amounted to 4°75 
per cent. The filtrate, representing sugar, 


evaporated to dryness, yielded 3'8 per cent. 

The drug was then exhausted with a2 per 
cent. aqueous solution of sodium hydrate, and 
yielded to it 16°30 per cent. of its weight. This 
solution, acidified with acetic acid precipitated 
with alcohol, yielded 7°20 per cent. of albumi- 
noid matter. 

Exhaustion of the drug with a 2 per cent 
acqueous solution of hydrochloric acid yielded 
6°91 per cent extractive. On treating the solu 
tion with sodium hydrate and collecting the 
precipitate representing calcium oxalate, 1'8 
per cent was obtained. 

The active principle of this drug is evidently 
a glucoside of a bitter taste, soluble in ether, 
alcohol and water, and should be further ex- 
amined. The other constituents are not ma- 
terialiy different from those found in many 
other plants of this natural order, as seen by 
the following summary:

Trade and Traffic. 


The outlook for the season’s trade, as gauged 
by the conditions surrounding traffic to and 
from the city by both coastwise and railroad 
lines %, to say the least, promising, although 
the aggregate March movement in point of 
shipment volume can hardly be said to come 
uptothe record of the corresponding month 
in 1887. 

This is noticeably the case in railroad trans- 
portation, and is the result of circumstances 
toa great extent removed from the condition 
of trade throughout the country. It will be 
remembered that on April 5th, 1887, the 
Int: r-State Commerce Commission law went 
into effect, and prior to that date ship- 
pers were actively engaged in the work 
of pushing their goods through to Western

Under these circumstasces a vast bulk 
of merchandise left this center during the 
month of March, 1887, in anticipation of, 
rather than response to, the demands of trade;

noticeable this sesson in many directions will 
be attributed unjustly to a supposed dwind- 
ling of trade, rather than to a 1eadjustment of 
freight tariff conditions, under which Western 
and Southern dealers are buying cnly what 
they absolutely need, whereas in 1887 they pur- 
chased boyond their actual requirements in 
order to take full advantage of cut rates while 
they lasted.

As there are no influences at 
work this year to develop the shipment volume 
beyond the actual demands of trade, the pres- 
ent steady flow of merchandise from this mar- 
ket, North, South and West, argues, at the 
least, a healthy condition of business, general 
to the seaboard and Mississippi Valley States.

The pig lead market has developed an easier 
tone, under the manipulations of the specula- 
tive clique which has been the only buyer: 
Early in the week the transactions recorded 
were at 5 02i¢c down to 4 85c, but later the mar- 
ket was further depressed and yesterday there 
were sales on Change down to 4 65c, Consum- 
ers and dealers have been content to watch the 
market, but as it is getting down to something 
near their ideas they may soon be expected to 
buy. Advices from the West were not 
of an encouraging nature. Messrs. Everett & 
Post wrote on the 7th inst. from Chicago. 
“There has been no business of consequence in 
this center, except in a small way for spot de- 
livery. Values have ranged at and around 
4 80@4 85c as nominal asking prices. Consumers 
complain of the backwardness of trade, and 
claim to have sufficient lead for all present 
requirements. Trade at St. Louis has been 
very quiet, with small transactions at 4 850, 
480c and latterly at 475c. Consumers won’t 
anticipate until trade in the manufactured 
articles shows some signs of improvement.” 

White lead continues to occupy an unsatis- 
factory position in consequence of the sharp 
competition between brands. As the season 
advances trade improves slowly, but does not 
compare favorably in volume with that of 
former years. However, corroders are kept 
busy filling orders placed with them during 
the winter months, and there appears 
to be no accumulation of stock in 
their hands. There have been no quot- 
able change in prices since we last wrote, 
the nominal prices being 644@6%4c less 244 per 
cent for lots of 500 lbs or over, according to 
brand, and 634@7}4c for smaller quantities. 
Buyers of 5 and 10-ton lots get extra discounts 
and rebates. 

American oxide of zinc has sold moderately 
well, the demand being the usual jobbing one, 
The following figures rule. We quote domestic 
at 434@4534c as to quality. French zincs have been 
stationary, the fcllowing continuing to rule: 
63%c for dry Antwerp red seal in bbls of 
22034 lbs; Paris red seal 6%4c, and 734c for dry 
Paris green seal. Discounts on French are as 
follows; To buyers of 10-bbl lots of one or 
assorted grades | per cent, 2b bbis 2 per cent 
end 50 bbis 4 per cent. No discount is allowed 
on less than 10-bb! lots, and discounts include 
brokerage.

Enlarging a Plate Glass Works. 


The Standard Plate Glass Works at Butler, 
Pa., are contemplating the enlargement of 
their plant to a very considerable extent. The 
company own 2) acres of Jand at Butler, of 
which only 6 are occupied at present by the 
factory. They employ 5C0 men, who manufac- 
ture about 4,000 square feet of plate gluss every 
day. They have the finest sand right near there, 
and their own gas works on the property. 
With these facilities the firm has become a very 
importrnnt competitor in the plate gia*s mar- 
ket. and en enlargement has been decided upon 
to be confirmed, probably, at the next meeting 
of the stockholders, Mr. W. E. Schmertz, of 
Pitteburg, is one of the heaviest stockholders 
in the concern. When a reporter asked bim 
about the matter he did not want to say any- 
thing about it. The capital stock of the firm is 
$500 000, and the proposed increase speaks of 
$250,000.

Lead Mines in Turkey. 


The following information respecting con- 
cessions for lead mines recently made by the 
Turkish Government is extracted from the 
Moniteur des Interets Materiel: 

A firman of December 20, last, approves the 
concession, granted to Mr. Belper, an English- 
man, of a mine of argentiferous lead, situated 
at Peikova, Avret-Hissar district of the vilayet 
of Salonica. 

The concession is for 99 years; the extent of 
the mine 4,990 deunums. The grantea will pay 
to the Treasury annually 5 paras gold (‘he para 
being exuivalent to 1-184) per deunun( ieunum 
equal to 40 6q. pacer), about 623 piastres 30 
paras in gold. Furtherthe grantee will cede 
to the State 5 per cent of argentiferous lead 
ore extracted, 

The gragtee must, besidee, deposit £200 gold, 
once for all, for the cost of the firman. 

Mining operations must commerce within a 
year from the date of the firman.

Lubricating Oilsof the Vacaum Oil 
Company. 

The Vacuum Oil Company, of Rochester, 
N. Y.. Boston. and elsewhre, has received the 
following letter from Mr. Alfred Brooks Fry, 
chief engineer and acting inspector of the U. S. 
Post Office and Treasury Building in Boston, 
relative to the quality of their lubricating oils 
used on the premises. The letter sp:aks for 
itself : 

“Agreea le to the request of your manager, 
Mr. Root, asking information as to the plant 
under my charge in this building, and as to the 
efficiency of the oils furnished by you, I would 
state that the plant consists of two Porter- 
Allen engines, of 100 H. P. each, running 300 
revolutions per minute. These furnish power 
for three 30C-light Edison dynamos, running at 
1,260 revolutions per minute; one Ryder en- 
gine, of 75 H. P., running 60 revolutions per 
minute; one Sturtevant engine, of 8 H. P., and 
one Mason engine of 10 H. P., each runving 130 
revolutions per minute: one Worthington 
duplex pump, baviog acapacity of 1,400 gallons 
per minute; four Davidson pumps, having a« 
united capacity of 2.0(0 gallons per minute; 
and two Knowles pumps, having a capacity of 
400 gallous per minute. There are a'so four 
Otis passenger elevators, hydraulic; two Whit- 
tier freight elevators, power; and two Buffalo 
hydraulic lifts, for use in the Post Office. 
Steam is furnished by eight tubular boilers, 
rated at 50H. P.each. As we use our exhaust 
steam to assist in heating the building, and our 
return water for boiler feed, the question as to 
the effects of cylinder oil therein becomes of 
vital importance.

Weighing Imported Merchandise. 

There has recently been complaint by im- 
porters at several ports of the exaction by cus- 
toms officera of fees for weighing merchandise 
under circumstances which did not require 
that the importations should be weighed. Ina 
letter to the collector at St. Louis in reference 
to one of these complaints, Assistant Secretary 
Maynard says: 

“It appears that the invoice submitted gave 
the total gross and the total net weight of the 
five cases of woolen plushes, but that the rate 
of duty chargeable on the goods was dependent 
upon their weight and valu, and as the value 
and meter of the different packages varied, you 
causad the same to be weighed at the impor- 
ter’s expense under article 1,469 of the general 
regulatione. In the opinion of this department, 
said article of the regulations does not warrant 
this course, except in cases where good reason 
exists for believing that the quantity was de- 
signedly misstated in the invoice with an inten- 
tion of evading the proper amount of duty, or 
where the invoice abd entry do not contain the 
weight, quantity or measure of the goode. Sec- 
tion 2,920 of the revised statutes provides that 
in all cases in which the invoice or entry does 
not contain the weight, or quantity, or measure 
of the merchandise, now weighed, or measured, 
or gauged, the tame shall be weighed, gauged 
or measured at the expene of the owner, 
agent or consignee. The words ‘now weighed 
would seem to restrict the application of this 
section to weighable merchancise, or in other 
words, to such merchandise as is ordinarily 
weighed. The law does not appear to require 
the specific statement of the weight of each 
piece, or of each package of imported textiles, 
and you are therefore authoriz:d to reliquidate 
the entry and totake the necessary steps for 
retunding the fees exacted.”

Dextrine as an Adulterant of Ex- 
tracts. 

Mr. A. Pannetier writes in the J. de Phar. et 
de Chim, tbat sophistication of this kind is 
more frequent than is ordinarily supposed. 
He gives the following method ot testing such 
extracts: Two gms. of the substance are dis- 
solved with trituration in 50 gms. of cold die- 
tilled water, and 5 gms. of liquid sub-acetate of 
lead are added to precipitate the tannin, gums, 
alkaloids and coloring matters. The precipi- 
tate is then washed upon a filter with cold dis- 
tilled water. The filtered liquor reunited to 
the water used in the washing, contains the 
excess of the sub-acetate of lead, certain alka- 
line salts which the extract may possess nor- 
mally, and the dextrine, if any be present. ‘Ihe 
lead is then disposed of with sulphuric acid or 
a current of sulphuretted hydrogen. After 
filtering and washing the lead precipitate the 
liquor is evaporated to a fifth of its volume. 
Usually it is not necessary to carry the evapo- 
ration so far, but an equal bulk of alcohol of 
96 per cent must be added. If the extract is 
not adulterated the liquid remains c!ear; if 
dextrine Le present, a precipitate goes down 
formed largely of dextrine united to a small 
quantity of such alkaloids as are insoluble in 
alcohol. The alkaloids will not sensibly affect 
a calculation as to the amount of dextrine 
present, but the dextrine may be turned into 
glucose and calculated as such, if considered 
desirable.

A steady and slightly firmer feeling rules the 
linseed oil market. Orders are generally small 
but more frequent, end the aggregate businers 
foots up more than this time last week: Oi) 
from Uaicutta and domestic seed still remains 
at 56c, with no probability of achange. West- 
ern 0’! on spot is not offering so freely at 53c; 
very littie can be bad at that figure, the asking 
price being 5ic, The movement of out of town 
oil is reported to be up to expectations. 

The cotton oil market is wrestling with the 
question of quality, as is usual at this time of 
the year, and prime oil is being examined more 
carefully. Some holders have taken advantage 
of the discussion and advanced their views Ic 
per gallon for strictly prime oil, but the higher 
prices are not realized. In the middle of the 
week the slow movement caused some stocks 
to be released at 3%4¢c for prime crude anda 
shade under 88c for prime summer yellow, but 
the limited amount of oil arriving et this port 
during the past four days and the question that 
has been raised about quality, had the effect of 
sending values back to the point quoted this 
time last week, namely, 33@34c for crude and 
33@39c for summer yellow, according to holder, 
The inside figures named wili buy at present 
writiag, especially crude oil, which was offered 
at that price to-day; but a piump bid ‘s re- 
quired to move summer yellow at 38c, as most 
holders are asking 39@40c. Sales of prime sum- 
mer yellow wre made on Mondag at 28c and 
100 bbis choice brought 40c. Bids of 32% for 
erude have been refused. Off color oil is not 
offering, if we may except the close relation- 
ship to prime, which realizes almost the same 
value. May delivery is attracting some atten- 
tion, but operators hesitate to make contracts 
for next month; there is a curiosity to learn 
the pulse of trade on forward delivery, 
but indications are not pointing either 
way. Some important contracts with lard 
refiners have recently been consummated but 
they are not unusual. It is claimed that the 
lard men have never changed their usual busi- 
ness methods on account of proposed lard leg- 
islation, and that the same amount of raw ma- 
terlals bas been purchased as heretofore. 
White summer oil commands 42c and winter 
grades 0@5ic. Soap stock is wanted at Ii4c 
and scarce. There is very little life to the 
whole market and skirmishing for business is 
the chief employment of sellers.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is about stationary at 
5 30c for important quantities. The arrival of 
the Flora P, Stafford with 800 tons has not af- 
fected the market, as most of the stock has 
been sold.

Animaland Fish Oliis. 


The lard oil market is barely steady at 62@ 
63c for present make prime, which indicates a 
slightly easier tendency, although lard etearine 
is doing better and held higher, without busi- 
ness, however. Lard oil is said to be in large 
supply, but pressers are not forcing their 
stocks upon the market. Important tyers 
are said to be favored and 6lc is mentioned as 
the figure realized for prime city oil in recent 
transactions, but this statement is contradicted 
by the reported sellers. Receivers of Western 
oil claim to get the same price as for city oil. 

Crude sperm oil is held at 68@70c in New Bed- 
ford, without recent sales. The refined market 
seems to be gaining in strength, especially the 
winter grades, which are in limited supply. No 
change in quotations has occurred, 

Crude whale oil values have been an uncer- 
tainty for some months, and the only near ap- 
proach to actual prices was reached in New 
Bedford last week when 75 bb's of fair quality 
realized 35c for home use. The freighter from 


San Francisco is discharging the cargo and it is 


reported that a considerable quantity of oil 


has been sold at a price to be determined here- 


after. The supposed stock of crude oil at New 
Bedford is 9,800 bbls, including the late sales.

Menhaden fish oil is attracting very little at- 


tention. Would-be buyers are disposed to 
await developments before paying 29c for im- 
mediate supplies, but the stock in pressers 
hands ig said to be light, and before new 
oil is offered they may be compelled 
from necessity to make their wants known. 
If the Southern fishermen open the season next 
month, straggling lots of oil may be on the 
market in the first part of June, but at prices 
which will be disappcinting. They are likely to 
take advantage of the present situation, and 
not being interfered with by Northern compe- 
tition, it is but natural to expect relatively 
bigher values for Southern oil than customary. 
Pressed grades are ona firm basis with a ten- 
dency upward. 


Elaine oi] has a good gale at 32@34c per gallon 
according to quantity, less 1 per cent. discount. 
Saponified red oll is quoted at 434c by the prin- 
cipal manufacturer, but 43g0 per Ib will 
buy from other hands. 


Mineral Olls. 

Paraffine oils are still the ceutre of attraction 
and remsin at steady prices. Production is 
equal to the demand and will be increased to 
meet the growth of consumption, which is per- 
ceptibly on the increase. Paraffine oils are 
being substituted as lubricants for animal 
greases, and they have tound many new out- 
leta lately. 

Black reduced oils are being gradually im- 
proved in quality, leaving no room for inferior 
grades which formerly played such an import- 
ant part in the market. Summer oil is ex- 
pected to have a larger sale the coming season, 
and better prices will no doubt prevail than 
what characterized the market last year. Some 
brands are now held at 7c for important quanti- 
ties, but 6}4@34c will buy other makes. Future 
delivery is not a feature in the business, as his- 
tory shows that prices for summer oll are 
more likely to be lower than higher. Buyers 
limit their purchases of this uncertaia com- 
modity to immediate wants, but they will 
think better of this certain grade and its values 
before the present year bag spent itself, 

Cylinder stocks remain on the old basis. It 
is hardly necessary to refer to this class of 
lubricants, as changes are months apart. 

Red paraffine oils are said to be going out of 
date, on account of the cost of manufacture, 
but they are still to be had, and find a moder- 
ately active demand at usual prices.

Wax, Lara. Tallow, Etc 

Paraffine wax is on a steady basis at 444@4%0 
for 126@130 melting point, according to brand 
and color. The movement is moderate on fresh 
orders, but no important contracts are re- 
ported. Refined wax is unchanged. 

Lard has a very light domestic demard and 
shippers are more inclined to speculate on 
holdings here than toexport. Western steam 
on spot would hardly realize over 7 90c, al- 
though quoted at 7 9234@7 95c; sales to arrive 
have been made at 7 824:@7 85c. City steam is 
dull at 7 60c and refined inactive et 7 80@8 60c. 

Lard stearine is nominal at 8c for prime 
city and some holders are asking 9c, but oleo 
stearine still commands considerable attention. 
More business has been done in the latter arti- 
cle since January 1 on western account than at 
any similar period since 1881. The lard manu- 
facturers continue to be large buyers and the 
important business has caused the market to 
remain on a firm basis at 634c. About one 
hundred hogsheads per week are consumed in 
this city and four times that amount in the 
west. The increased outlet for stearine means 
a larger consumption of cotton oil. 

The tallow market is quiet at 4 13-16c. 


Naval Stores. 

The business in spirits has been of the smalle 
est possible character, and we are unable to 
note a single transaction of any magnitude. 
The advices from the south have been firm and 
have done much toward keeping prices up at 
this end of the line, as the demand has certainly 
not warranted it. At times the business has 
not been above retail proportions, but the fact 
that supplies were small also had a stimulating 
effect upon the market and did its share to- 
ward upholding values. At the close to-day 
the market was steady at 400. 

Rosine—The market for this article has been 
fairly eteady and some little business has been 
done, both for shipment abroad and for manu- 
facturing purposes. Interest had chiefly een- 
tered on low grades, medium and pale stocks 





having sold moderately in a jobbing way. 
From our closing quotations it will be seen 
that common grades have depreciated, while 
pale grades have advanced slightly.

Commercial Tartar Emetic. 
BY CASPAR HCRNER, PH.G. 


Three different samples were procured and 
examined according to the United States Phar- 
macopoeia. All the samples when ignited left a 
black residue having an alkaline reaction. The 
aqueous solution was precipitated on the ad- 
dition of hydrochloric acid, but no precipitate 
was observed if tartaric acid had been previ- 
ously added. The acidulated solution gave an 
orange red precipitate with sulphuretted hy- 
drogen. The absence of sulphate, chloride, 
calcium and the heavier metals was ascertained 
in a one per cent. solution acidulated with 
acetic acid, by testing with barium chloride, 
silver nitrate, ammonium oxalate and potas- 
sium ferrocyanide; and the absence of arsenic 
by testing with strong solution of soda in the 
presence of aluminium. 

While the three samples thus tested answered 
to the requirements of the Pharmacorola, a 
difference was observed in their solubility in 
water. A quantity of the salt was prepared 
by boiling pure oxide of antimony and potas- 
sium bitartrate in distilled water, crystallizing 
and powdering. The tests mentioned above on 
being applied to this salt, showed the behavior 
stated; but the solubility agreed very nearly, 
with thst given in the Pharmacoy ce!a.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, April 10, 1888. 


The week under review has been remarkable 
for the fluctuations which have taken place 
without deflaite or we!l defined causes such as 
usually influence such changer. Variations of 
several cents have been brought about by the 
operators on the several exchanges when there 
were neither special bull or bear influences 
which inthemselve would cause such change. 
In fact it has been a speculators’ market pure 
and simple. The general situation shows no 
change, the deliveries being still largely in ex- 
cess of the runs and the stocks are conse- 
quently being reduced at a rapid rate. For 
the first six days of the present month the runs 
have averaged 35,600 barrels per day while the 
deliveries have averaged 73,700 barrels. 
This shows an excess of deliveries over 
runs of 38,100 barrels per day and shows 
that to make up this difference stocks have 
been drawn on to the extent of 228,600 barrels. 
Assuming that a similar difference will con- 
tinue through the current month, the reduc- 
tion in stocks for Aprii will be considerably in 
excess of 1,000,000 bbis. There has teen noth- 
ing in the field developments to nullify this 
bullish feature and it is surprising to many that 
in view of these facts the market should have 
shown a lower average in prices. If prices are 
to be affected by the conditions of production 
and consumption the conditions were never 
more favorable, but quotations appear to 
change at the sport of the speculative opera- 
tor regardless of conditions. In order to 
strengthen the market and insure the legiti- 
mate effect of the situation as developed by the 
supply and demand there is need of good back- 
ing in the way of purchases when there 
are indications of weakness, on the part of 
those most interested in sustaining values. The 
shut-down movement is still in force and the 
organization of field operators remains intact, 
which insures further reduction in stccks and 
toa certain extent removes the danger to be 
apprehended from a sudden important increase 
inthe production. The present condition is 
without doubt dueto the fact shat there bas 
been little interest shown by the general public 
in investments in petroleum certificates, due 
to loss of confidence which it will be found 
difficult to overcome. The fact is the out- 
side investors have been so often shorn 
that they bave become very shy, and if 
the market isto have support it will have to 
come from those more directly interested. 
The transactions during the past week 
show a decrease from those of the previ- 
ous week, the sales footing 11,081,000 bbls 
against 14,951,000 bbis for the preceding week, 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 34,888,000 bbis, against 30,182,000 bbis 
during the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 69,618,000 bbls against 62,642,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Monday, 
when 8lc was touched. The lowest point of 
the week was 74}4c and was touched on Thurs- 
day. The opening price last Wednesday was 
7944c, and the close this evening was at i7}¢c, 
showing a loss as the result of the week’s trad- 
ing of 1560. while the extreme range of ftuc- 
tuations for the week was 6%c. 


The development3in the producing fields of 
Pennsylvania and New York have not been 
specially important, and littie of interest is re- 
ported beyond the daily scout reports which 
are given with each day’s proceedings on the 
Exchange. Itisnow more than a week since 
the Schiegel stopped pushing further toward 
China, but the well is steadily pouring forth 
the fiuid at the rate of 30 bbls per hour, and 
there are no evidences of early abatement. 
The Glatzau & Co. No.1, on the Boggs farm, is 
making 16 bbls per hour. Guckert & Co, No. 1, 
Gelbach farm, is producing 20 bbis an bour 
The Gantz Oil & Gas Co. No. 3, on the Snow 
farm, which was regarded as favorably located 
for a gusher, tilied up 6.0 feet with oil on Sat- 
urday at 24 feet in thesand. They drilled again 
on Sunday and at 26 feet in the sand the hole 
filled up with salt water. The C:awford well 
at Baxonburge was flowing 3 bbis and would 
probably be made to show a material increase 
by a judicious application of glycerine. 


Wednesday, April 4. 


The opening pric> this morning was 79}¢0 
which was a drop of two points from the close 
oO! last evening. There was considerable effort 
on the part of holders to unload, and the result 
was a steady decline, which was only arrested 
when the figures reached 74542. The market 
then received support by shorts endeavoring 
to buy what they had sold at higher figures, 
while a few orders coming in sent the figures 
up again, the reaction being as rapid as had 
been the decline. The highest point reached was 
7940. During this time trading had been quite 
active but later became rather quiet, the tran- 
sactions being confined principally to scalping 
operations. The fluctuations during the re- 
mainder of the day were! ght until late in the 
afternoon when the skirmishing between the 
bulls and bears brought about some quick 
changes, the market finally closing at ‘8c, 
showing a loss for the day of ]}¢c undera range 
to fluctuations of 2%c. The sales reported foot- 
ed up 2,122,000 bble. From Glade Run came the 
report that the Glatzau well was flowing at in- 
tervals, producing 25 bbis per hour and 80 bbig 
of salt water per day,The Schlegel was doing 35 

b)s per hour, The Guckert had been agitated 
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and was doing 12 bbls per hour. White's 
Goering was credited with 200 bbls of oil and 
salt water per day in the 100 foot sand.

ery, there being apparently but few who had 
sufficient confidence tu pay much above 
75c. During the afternoon business dragged 
along slowly and was again mainly of the 
scalping order, while the fluctuations, though 
frequent, were ofsmail extent.

The market for refined in barrels for export 
has shown somewhat more activity during the 
week under review, no doubt due to the lower 
freight rates and to the fact that the price was 
reduced early in the week, when the demand 
proved most active. Shippers claim that they 
are placing orders as fast as the needs of the 
foreign markets warrant, and that they are 
disposed to avail themselves of present udvan- 
tages. This would indicate that the present 
movement fairly represents the current re- 
quirement, which, for this season of the year, 
should be satisfactory. On Thureday last the 
price of 7) degree Abel test was reduced to 744¢ 
for all loadings, but late on Saturday the price 
was again advanced to 733, since which time 
the market has remained steady at that figure, 
The reduction to 744c stimulated the demand 
somewhat, and the sales reported for the week 
foot up about 60,000 bbis., principally for New 
York loading.

Cases for export have been in steady, 
active demand, principally for far eastern ports, 
the total! sales reported footing up over 325,000. 
The price was reduced last Thursday to 9349 for 
plain tops, but Saturday was restored ta 93gc. 
Freight rates are more favorable with ample 
freight room offering. The rates for large

An Oil Rocket. 


Oil as an agent in quieting a raging sea bas 
been recognized for some time past, and has 
been put to practical purpose in this direction. 
An inventive genius claims to have mastered 
the situation of spreading the oil, and, if so, 
vessels in a violent storm, judging from exper 
iments reported, may now be enabled to sail 
through smoother waters in tempestuous 
weather than at any other time in all nautical 
history. 

Wilhelm Meissel, second officer of the steam- 
ship Werra, has invented an oil rocket that 
throws oil over a very lurge area. The inven- 
tion consists of the rocket proper and an oil 
cylinder with an exploding chamber. The cyl- 
inder is fashioned of thin tin, soldered at 
bottom and top, and then the exploding cham- 
ber is also made of tin and has a hollow tube 
reaching into the center of the oil cylinder 
filled with powder. 

The rocket may be exploded under water, 
the oil, being lighter, naturally rising to the 
surface. 

Interesting experiments bave been made, 
proving the practical value of the invention. 
In November last, on a voyage of the steam- 
ship Werra from New York to Bremen, Captain 
F. Bussius took a hand in ascertaining how 
much benefit it might be to navigation. A 
rocket with an oil cylinder four inches high 
and a diameter of one and seven-eighths 
inches was fired at an angle of thirty degrees 
It flew one thousand feet in front of the vessel 
and the cylinder exploded ata height of twenty 
feet above the water. The oil was distributed 
overan area of about two thousand square 
feet. 

Another rocket, a five-inch cylinder, was 
fired at an elevation of fifteen degrees ‘a order 
to make it explode under water. The feat was 
accomplished and the oil rose promptiy to the 
surface and was distributed over a vast aroa. 
Many other experiments were made on the day 
mentioned. and each was followed by the spec- 
tacle of a comparatively smooth sea wherever 
the oil had spread. 

Experiments were also made on November 15 
and 18 on the River Weser in the preeence of 
the imperial commission—Captain Weikmann 
and Captain Noltenius of Bremerhaven. From 
the deck of the steamship Werra five large 
rockets were fired a distance of 4,500 feet and 
the oll covered an area of 2,000 square feet. As 
soon as the oil had spread the roliing of the sea 
quieted down. 

The rockets have been used in this port in 
the way of experiment, and + il’, it is said, be 
of great value to life-saving corps along the 
coasts in calming the water between the shore 
and vesseis in distress.

And that the ashes of the bulls scooped from 
the engine’s drift had the highest commercial 
vaiue as potash | 

And that the *refuse” of the whole made the 
best and purest soap stock to carry to the toilet

About this time we began to spell cottonseed 








with capital letters. 


And how it traveled abroad in its various 
dresses! As meal cakes it whitened the mead- 
ows of England with woolly fleeces and fat- 
tened the British cattle under the oaks; it 
spurted on the stoves of the Dutch in lard; it 
glistened in the cafes of Paris as olive oils 
under eeals and signatures it couldn't even 
pronounce to save its life, and from under the 
dykes in Hollana it went forth to parade in all 
the bravery of butter and butterine. 

In our own country it renewed the wasting 
strength of Southern fields, and clad them with 
whiteness that would shame the fleeces of Eng- 
land, or yellow that would pale the fleeces of 
Argonauts. It knocked the Western hog into 
spots, and poured the Western lard out of the 
frying pan into the fire. 

And about this time Congress jumped onto 
cottonseed with both feet, and proposed to 
check its further career by a probibitory tax. 

And now comes a gentleman of this city with 
& process by which he extracts thirty gallons 
of fine oil fro:n every ton of cottonseed meal 
after the oll milis have done with it. Inthe 
“tailings” of the oil mills he finds this unex- 
pected and ample store, which he deftly ex- 
tracts with naphtha, leaving the meal more 
nutritious as food for beast or field than before 
he took $10 per ton from it. 

More than this, it suggests the splendid pos- 
sibilities yet undeveloped for this rural Cinder- 
ella that has risen all so swiftly from the ashes 
and the waste heap.— Atlanta Constitution.

Local Anesthetics, 


The German correspondent of the Chemist 
and Druggiest bas called attention to the re- 
marks which Professor Liebreich recently made 
ata meeting of the Berlin Physiological So- 
ciety on the action of erythrophiceine as a local 
anesthetic. The property which cocaine pos- 
sesses is by no means confined to itself— 
indeed, there are a number of substan- 
ces which, when injected subcutaneously 
give rise to a localized anesthesia in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the place where they 
are injected. Antipyrin, sal ammoniac, some 
tannates, resorcin, ferric chloride, and other 
substances have this action, although there is 
neither chemical nor physiological similarity 
between them. They possess, however, this 
property in common. that they ail 
have a oorrosive action on the tis- 
sues—in other words, induce a kind of 
alteration of molecular structure. Most al- 
kaloids, in the cases where they possess a local 
ar @sthetic action, act in the same way, as, for 
instance, erythropbleine; but cocaine is a 
solitary exception to the rule, inasmuch as it is 
a local anesthetic, but does uot corrode the 
tissues. When applied subcutaneously to man, 
the above substances either produce no local- 
ized ange3thesia, or one which is very imper- 


fect.

Acid Solutions of Corrosive Sublimate 
as Disinfectants. 

Laplace has made a study of the effects of 
acid solutions of corrosive sublimate as disin- 
fectants, and concludes as follows from his 
work, which was done in Koch's laboratories, 
at Berlin: Sublimate, with tartaric acid In so- 
lution, can be recommended asa surgical dis- 
infeotant dressing for the following reasons: 

By combining the action of tartaric acid, we 
obtain the full action of sublimate in fluids 
and surfaces containing albuminoids, Infected 
wounds should be irrigated from ten to twenty 
minutes daily; a single thorough cleansing is

enough for fresh wounds, after which a@ dress- ° 










ing of tartaric acid sublimate gauze is applied. 

Tartaric sublimate gauze does not interfere, 
in apy degree, with iodoform and the other 
substances commonly used in surgery. it 
gives in the laboratory and in practice better 
results than sublimate alone. It does not irri- 
tate wounded tissues. Sublimate dissolves 
better in solution of tartaric acid than in water 
alone. The compound solution does not de-

Adulterated Pepper. 


The Consultative Committtee of Public Hy- 
giene in Fiance, President Dr. Bronardel, at 
their last ees3ion, discussed the adulteration cf 
pepper. The minister of commerce desired the 
committee to take into consideration whether 
it wou!d not be advisab’e for the prevention cf 
the numerous frauds to divide pepper into 
two categories.cne comprising genuine pepper, 
the other the mixture qualified as peprer, but 


for the sale of which title should be enacted, 


rendering it impossible to confound one kind 
with the other. M. M. Regnault and Martin 
bave advised the committee, in their answer to 
the min‘ster to state that if his proposition was 
adopted it would only be encouraging the in- 
dictable « ff. nses the law repreeses and which 
the inspectors would tolerate. It is absolutely 
necessary, on the contrary, that the inspectors 
should exercise their control with the utmost 
severity. There are manufactories existing 
where special machines are in use for the fab- 
rication of whole peppers, made with a paste 
composed of the most anomalous ingredientse— 
mustard and rye flour, hemp and rape seed, 
sulphate of lime, chaik, and in some rare cases 
white lead. It is still worse in ground pepper. 
Plaste’, damaged flour, clay, and the dregs of 
the counters, and dirt from the shop floor, en- 
ter into ite composition.

The Use of Lima Crude Oil for Car- 


bureting Water Gas.* 
BY GEORGE H. CHRISTIAN, JR. 


Mr. President and Gentiemen:—In this age of 
sharp competition and low price for gas, great 
economies have to be practiced in its manufac- 
ture; we must use the cheapest materials at 
our command, and adapt our methods of man- 


ufacture to them, especially in water gas man- 
ufacture, where first cost of materials isthe 
main item of cost of gas in holders. 


We ask your attention, therefore, toa brief 
description of experiments made in our works 


the past winter, to substitute Lima crude oil 


for naphtha. We began by mixing small quan- 


tities of this crude with naphtha, gradually in- 


creasing until we had a mixture of almost clear 


crude, and experiencing no more trouble than 
from naphtha alone, while the gas was im- 
proved in candle power and as free from any 
emoke or tarry vapor as when using naphtha. 
We had, previous to beginning our experi- 


ments, begun a system of steaming out our 


works from the bydraulic to the holder once 
every two weeks; this we continued to do, and 
by this means we kept our works clean and 
free from any stoppages or back pressure the 
whole winter. We also continued to clean out 
our stand and drip pipes as often as once in 
every ten days. We found that with crude, 
the same as with naphtha, a deposit of lamp- 
black would form in these pipes, and unless 
they were regularly attended to, they would 
set up a back pressure and cause us to burn 
the oil, We used the same steam heaters for 
the crude as we were using for napbtha, but 
had, however, to change our method of hand- 
ling the ofl in the heater. We found that by 
leaving the crude oil in the heater between 
runs it became partially cooked and the heavy 
oil separated; this oil would make tar the mo- 
ment it entered the generator; we remedied 
this difficulty by draining the heater between 
runs. We were also for atime troubled with a 
burnt oil smell in the gas, which our customers 
attributed to the crude oil, and they began to 
cry down our use of it. We finally discovered 
that one of cur valves to the heater leaked and 
allowed the oil to drop inte the generator fire 
between runs; burning there, it left the sme!l 
of burnt oi] in the brick, and the gas would 
carry thissmell tothe burners. Our difficul- 
ties as you see were few and trifling, yet it was 
some time before we remedied them. 

These were all of the difficulties from hand- 
ling the oll; we, however, had another trouble 
caused by using the crude,and that was sul-

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phureted hydrogen: we were not prepared to 
handle that impurity in the quantity in which 
we found it, we tried lime purification for a 
long time with very poor resulte; having but 
one purifying box, we could only use about 
thirty bushels of lime to a charging, and this 
would last but a few days even when it did its 
work well; it would seldom last two days be- 
fore the gas would blow holes through the lime 
and pass through as foul as eyer: we could 
never count with any degree of certainty upon 
the lime doing its work; this necessitated the 
use of other material, and we tried Connelly’s 
iron sponge and with excellent results. Since 
using the sponge we have had no sulphur 
troubles; we have one tray of the oxide about 
l4inches deep, and every four or five days we 
lift our purifier lid and let it stand up over 
night; by this we find the sponge renewed suf- 
ficiently to use egiin. 

We have bricfiy rendered our experience 
with Lima oi]; the results obtained from it 
could not be better. We use about five gallons 
of crude oil per 1,000 feet of twenty-two-can ‘ 
die gas. We think our success in handling this 
oil without experiencing tar troubles is due to 
our method of gassifying the oil. 

Lima, a8 you no doubt know, contains about 
fifty per cent tar; this requires that the whole 
of the oil, the naphtha distillate and tar should 
be immediately gassified by using bigh heat in 
the generator and superheater. In this way 
much of the tar is made a fixed gas. 

The heavier carbon vapors remain in the 
generator forming gas carbon on the side of 
the generator; the vapors of the tar are con- 
densed in the hydraulic; some ot the vapors 
pass beyond into the scrubbers and condeneers 
and are here separated. The oil should be 
passed through a steam heater before entering 
the generator; having a highly-heated retort 
in the generator through which the o!l must 
pdss before en'ering the generator chamber is 
certainly advantageous, but there is the dan- 
ger from its clogging up with carbon forming, 
which necessitates ite being so placed that it 
can be readily cieaned or removed. The oil 
should be forced into the generator, so 
as to be sprayed on the hot brick of 
the generator and not on to the fire. 
In this way we avoid making lampbiack. 
The outlet pipes from superheater to hy- 
draulic shouid be longerthan the other pipe 
through the works, as whatever lemp-black is 
formed will remain in these pipes and grad- 
ually fillthem up. They should be arranged as 
in our works so that the natural draught of 
the apparatus can be passed through them,and 
in this way burn out the lampblack formed on 
the sides. This method of cleaning them ig 
quicker and more readily done than in 
scraping them out. The hydraulic should also 
be arranged in the large outlet pipes for clean- 
ing them by steaming it at regular intervals, 
Ail the tar left there can be taken out or run 
intoa well. In our Worké, we draw down the 
water in the bydraulic every run, and we have 
kept the works beyond the hydraulic go free 
from tar, that when we use the iron oxide in 
our purifiers without a bottom tray of sawdust 
or apy material to catch the tar, and have 
taken out this oxide, we have fuund it free 
from tar. 

There are a number of points to to be care- 
fully attended to, to make a success of using 
Lima oil. The oil should be carefully filtered’ 
when emptying, its temperature in storage 
tank should not b3 allowed to go below 650 deg. 
F., and should a water gas plant require the oil 
to be admitted into the superheater, it would 
be advisable to steam the oil thoroughly before 
using it. Ample time being given it to fully 
settie before using, in this way all the impuri- 
ties in the oil, together with the heavy dense 
oil knowa as B. 8. oil, will be settled out and 
the works will escape the trouble from the tar 
and gas carbon forming on the superheater 
brick. 

Tne National gas oil at Lima, is, we believe, 
prepared somewhat in this way, and excellent 
results are reported from works using this oil. 
We can also mix thecrude inthe naphtha and 
rid ourselues of tar troubles and carbon by so 
doing; the naphtha acts asa dissolvent throw- 
fog out these heavy carbons. 

There are a number of works in the United 
States using Lima oil either alone, mixed with 
naphtha or prepared by the National Oil Com- 
pany; the latter oil is used in the Springer ap-~ 
paratus at Minneapolis, St. Paul and Chicago; 
a California crude is also used at the Los Ange- 
les works; in the Consumers’ Company, at Chi- 
cago, the crude is mixed with napbtha in the 
proportion of 6 per cent crude to 83 per cent 
naphtha; at these works they use the Lowe, 
Granger and Flannery processes; they also mix 
the olls at Dayton, O. 

In many of the latest improved plants the oil 
is introduced into the superheater. Whenever 
such is the case, arrangements must be had to 
readily change the loose brick in the guper- 

eater when they become covered with carbon. 

It ts Lardly necessary to give the saving in 
cost of gas in holder; you can ail figure this 
out for yourselves. It does not take any more 
of the crude per 1,000 feet than of naphtha, and 
the only item forincreased cost is for purifica 
tion; where iron oxide is used;and air admitted 
into purifiers when making gas,thus saving the 
cost of handling the oxide, this increased ex- 
pense will be but trifling. 

On the other hand, the oil being less easily 
burned than naphtha, a hotter fuel than hard 
coal, such as gas coke or Connellsville coke, 
can be used in the generator, and two or three 
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runs taken from one cooking without danger | board of the union. 


of burning the oil and forming lamp black; in 
most places the coke can be purchased at two- 
thirds of the cost of hard coal, and in case of 
Youghiogheny coke it will go as far as hard 
coal. 

In conclusion we must highly recommend 
the use of the Lima crude oil as being the best 
and cheapest material at our command to day, 
from which to enrich or carburet water gas. 
You can all adapt your works by trifling 
changes to its use; do not expect too much at 
first, and do not give up if at first you do not 
succeed; we do not know of another gas works 
using the clear Lima crude, such as is shipped 
for fuel purposes. Have heard, however, that 
there were works using the crude alone. 


The works at Chicago, which we have men- 
tioned, mix the oil with naphtha, because they 
cannot put their several sets on natural draft 
often enough or long enough at one time to 
burn off the carbon on the gsuperheater brick; 
this could be remedied by having an extra set 
for every three that are to be constantly in use; 
it will surely pay to invest in extra seta in all 
works when thousands of gallons of oilare used 
daily. 

We have in this paper confined ourselves to 
the use of this oll in water gas plante: we, how- 
ever, cannot see why coal-gas works should not 
use the Lima crude oil as an enricher in place 
of naphtha or cannel coal; higbly-heated re- 
torts into which the steam-heated crude is 
sprayed and from which the gas is rapidly led 
or exhausted away are all that is required; a 
fine jet of steam will spray oil into your retorts 
and also heip to carry the gasaway rapidly, but 
far better than this in al) large coal gas works 
is to put up a water gas set to use Lima crude 
oil and your refuse coke, and make thirty-can- 
die gas to enrich your coal gas. You can then 
use higher heats in your coal retorta and get 
more gas per pound of coal and make up the 
loss of candie-power with your water gas plant.

Investigating the Shutdown. 


The House Committee of Manufactures last 
Friday began an inquiry under the authority 
conferred upon the committee by the House to 
investigate ail trusts or combinations, 

Henry Webster. of Bradford, Pa., a con- 
tractor for driiling oil wells, testified that he 
was a member of the Oil Well Drillers’ Union, 
a jabor organization, composed of nine lodges 
representing practically the entire northern 
Pennsyivania and southern New York oi) fields. 
It was an entirely separate body from the so 
called Producers’ Association. The union was 
organized December 8, 1888, and numbered 
between 2,200 and 2,400 men. Representa- 
tive Bacon asked a question as to who were 
the officers of the union, but witness deciin- 
ed to name them, stating that it was a 
secret organization and that he had pledged 
himself not to divujge the names of officers, 
and would not doso unless compelled by the 
committee. Before the formation of the Unicon 
work in drilling and clearing out oli wells had 
become very slack owing to the determination 
of the Producers’ Association to diminish the 
production of oil. It was understood that one 
million barrels of oil bad been set apart by the 
Standard Oil Company and one wiliion barrels 
by the Producers’ Association for the benefit 
of the laboring men thrown out by thisshutting 
down, The Oil-drillers’ Union was formed to 
secure the benefit of this action. Since the 
Union was formed oil drilling in wituese’s lo- 
Cality bad practically ceased. Witness bad 
done no work since that date and had received 
$75 as his share of the amount set aside for 
those thrown out of work. 

The witness laid before the committee, at 
Chairman Bacon’s request, a copy of the agree- 
ment entered into on December 22, 1887, be- 
tween the executive board of the Producers’ 
Protective Association and the executive board 
of the Well Drillers’ Union. This contract pro- 
vides that the Producers’ Association shail pay 
to the Well Drillers’ Union the profits on 1,000,- 
000 barrels of oil, and the residue on another 
million barrels that may remain after adjusting 
avd paying the other classes of labor irjured 
be the shut down movement, the cost price of 
the oil being 62 cents per barrel on November 
1, 1887, and subject to interest, storage, and fire 
loss charge froin that date. These profits are to 
be distributed among the members of the Well 
Drillers’ Union who have been thrown out of 
employment. This oil shall be held by the Pro- 
ducers’ Association and sold by them when 
they think proper, but not faster than one- 
fourth every three months. 

The association shall advance upon the pros- 
pective profits one dollar per day, Sundays in- 


weekly to a designated officer, The union 


rolls containing information in regard to each 


penses incurred in the stoppage of the drill. 
In each district there shall be a committee sel- 
ected by the executive board of the local 
lodges, whose duty it shall be to keep alookout 
for and to endeavor to prevent the drilling of 


parties to the sgreement. Members of the 
committee shall receive $1 per day and expen- 
ses in addition to their pay as members of the 
union. No member of the union shall en- 
gage in the drilling or cleaning out of any well 
in the light oil fields without the consent of an 
officer of the Producers’ Protective Associa- 
tion in the district to which he belongs. The 
agreement shall continue in force until Sep- 
tember 8, 1888, but may be terminated by the 
Producers’ Association giving ten days’ notice, 
and no obligation to pay or make advances 
shall exist after the delivery of the notice. 

Previous to the expiration of this contract 
the parties to the agreement shall meet and fix 
a ecale of prices on just and equitable terms to 
both parties, which shall be carried out in good 
faith. The members of the Well Drillers’ Union 
shall have the preference in contracts and 
work whenever work is resumed. The con- 
tract shall be submitted to the local assemblies 
of gach organization and when approved by 
two-thirds of them shall be binding on all. 

The witness stated his belief that there had 
been attempts to dril wells in his (McKear) 
county since the agreement went into effect 
without the consent of the parties to the con- 
tract. Had heard of three attempts being 
made to destroy apparatus that was to be used 
in drilling theee wells. Chairman Bacon read a 
newspaper extract giving an account of an oll 
rig which had been blown up near West 
Branch, the reason being stated to be because 
its owner refused to join the union and shut 
down, and witness stated that the reports were 
exaggerated according to current report in the 
neighborhood. ~- : 

The purpose of the shut down was to diminish 
the production and afford an opportunity to 
decrease the surplus of oil. In reply to further 
questions witness said: “As near as I under- 
stand it there was about 28,000,000 barrels of oil 
on hand. The cost of carrying it, storage, etc., 
was considerable. It was gambled on the mar- 
kets every day, and it gave the short interest, 
or bears,a great power tosell oil. The bear 
interest was so great that it was hard to keep 
the price of oilup. It would go down from 90 
to 60 cents, and fluctuate. The object, I under- 
stand, was to have a more uniform and graded 
price.” 

In reply to questions from Representative 
Smith, witness denied that the union used any 
means except persuasian to prevent wells 
being drilled. it was not responsible in any 
way for the attempts that had been made to 
blow up oil rigs. 

Representative Wilson (West Virginia) —‘*Be- 
fore this organization, in case of a shut down, 
how were the interests of the workmen pro- 
tected ?” 

“Nothing was ever paid. There was never 
any lengthy shut down before.” 

A copy of the constitution and by-laws of 
the Well Drillers’ Union was put in evidence. 
Section tw declares “The object of this union 
shall be the elevation of its members, the pro- 
tection of their rights and the procurement of 
fair and equitable remuneration for their labor 
and capital, and to this end to provide a head 
with power to negotiate, conciliate and con- 
tract for the members of the union.” 

Section three of the by-laws read: 

“Should any member undertake to instruct 
an unskilled workman in any branch of this 
craft it shall be the auty of any member to re- 
port the member to the executive board of the 
district, and they shall at once notify him that 
such proceedings cannot be tolerated. Should 
he still persist im doing so charges shall be 
Freferred against him, and he shall be expelled 
from the order.” 

To representative Wilson the witness said 
that it had been hard for men to get work of 
late. ‘The men got go disgusted that they made 
that law to protect them. It was proposed to 
amend it, but objections were made, and it was 
thought better to let it cont‘nue a year or so.

oil well supplies, refiners and persons engaged 
in business whose interests were supposed to be 
the same as those of producers, were eligible to 
membership in the association. 


The constitution of the association was put 
in evidence. Its preamble states the object of 
the organization to be, to include in one organ- 
ization all producers of petroleum and those 
who are engaged in industries incidental there- 
to, and known to be friendly to the producers’ 
interest, in order that they may, by united 
action and al] honorable means, protect and 
defend their industry against the aggressions 
of monopolistic transporters, refiners, buyers 
and sellers of their product in order that the 
producers may reap the just reward of their 
capital and labor, and to this end encourage 
and assist,as far as possible, the refining and 
marketing of their product and sale. The 
association had no connection with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company or Trust, and no member of 
the Trust was admitted into the association, 
being barred by the constitution and rules. 
The primary object of the organization was to 
protect the members against the Standard Oil 
Company. 

Chairman Bacon—"In what way did the pro- 
ducers need protection against the Standard 
Oil Company?” 

“The Standard Oil Company had secured vir- 
tually a monopoly of the transporation, refin- 
ing, purchase and gale of this article.” 

“How did you expect to overcome or allevi- 
ate that condition of things by forming this 
association?” 

“We proposed to refine and market our own 
product at that time. That is, that was the 
purpose of the organizers.” 


Witness added: Prior to this time we bad al- 
most united!y asked the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture to pass a law throwing the Standard’s 
lines of transportation open to the public and 
compelling them to deliver the goods (meaning 
oil) at any point upon the lines that 
might be desired, in order that indepen- 
dent refineries might get the goods and start 
up. Wealso asked the Legislature to fix the 
Standard’s charges at reasonable rates. The 
transportation lines originally carried the oil 
by a system of pipesto the railroads, but lat- 
terly nearly all of the oil was carried by pipe 
lines to New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Pittsburg and Cleveland. -The oil, except in a 
few rare instances, was not delivered, except 
at the terminal. The Standard Oil Company 
threw every possible obstacle in the way of the 
oil reaching the railroads or getting where an 
independent concern could secure it. The pro- 
ducers were defeated in their attempts to se- 
cure legislation at the hands of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature, and then formed this ergan- 
ization. Toa further question witness said the 
association had never refined any oil. 


“After the organization was formed was any 
negotiation entered into with the Standard Oil 
Company ?” 

“Yes, sir, after a great many plans and 
schemes had beeuv produced it was deemed best 
to meet the Standard and see what they could 
do before we went intoa fight. A committee 
was appointed and negotiations were conduct- 
ed at Saratoga and Niagrra, which resulted in 
an agreement being signed between the asso- 
elation and the Standard in September last. 
At the conference the Standard attributed all 
the troubles of the producers to over supply 
and existing stocks which were deteriorating 
in value and were being carried at vast ex- 
pense. These stocks were cox peting with the 
new product and the Staodard said that until 
the old stocks of oil could be got rid of, 
the producers could not hope to get a fair 
price for their oil, The Standard’s representa- 
tives were Messrs. Brewster apd Aarch- 
bold, The average price of refined Oi] free on 
board. for export in 1887 was 6% cents 
per gallon, Mr. Brewster said that if it 
were not for existing stocks, causing the price 
of crude oll to be low on the home markets, he 
could get 3ccnta more per gallon abroad for 
refined oll as easy as he could get the present 
price, The only foreign competitor was Rus- 
sia, and its oil was inferior in quality, her 
transportation was limited, and the Standard 
had driven Russian oil out of many European 
markets. Mr. Brewster said that for every 4 
cent advarce per gallon on refined oil he could 
give 4cents more per barrel on crude. If re- 
fined was put up3 cents per galion it would 
make crude oil worth about $1 64. Witness 
said a contract was finally entered into by the 
negotiators. There were about 31,000,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil on hand at that time. The 
Standard said it must be got ridof. The pro- 
ducers desire, in case they reduced, pro- 


duction, to get the benefit of the advance

cluded, to each member of the Well Drillers’ 
Union for each day the member is out of em- 
ployment during the continuance of this agree- 
ment, The entire oi) shall be sold before Dec. 
1, 1888, and the residue of profits, after deduct- 
ing the advance provided for, shall be paid to 
the Well Drillers’ Union, to be paid by them to 
the members entitled thereto pro rata in pro- 
portion to the time they have been out of em- 
ployment at drilling, and also to compensate 
contractors for loss and interest on their drill- 
ing outfits. The persons entitled to the bene- 
fite shall consist only of members in good 
standing in the union and who have 
been legitimately engaged in the busi- 
ness of contracting, drilling or tool dreas- 
ing during the year 1887 in the light oil 
fields on oil wells. Exceptions, however, 
may be made to this rule, by the executive 


on existing stocks, and asked that it be 
given them at the then market price. After 
some time the Standard people said they had 
only 10,000,000 barrels of this oil, and agreed to 
give us haif of it at 62 cents, the market price. 
The producers agreed to reduce production 
17,500 barrels a day. In case they carried out 
this agreement for one year, the oil, which was 
held on their account, was to be sold and the 
profits given to the Producers’ Association to 
be distributed to each individual producer in 
proportion te the amount of oil he had shut in 
—tbat is, his reduced production. Of that 
5,000,000 barrels 1,000,000 was immediately set 
aside for the benefit of the labor thrown out of 
employment. Afterward another million bar- 
rels was secured from the Standard for the 
benefit of labor. “We thought,” continued 


union, There was one member regulariy dele- 
gated to keep a look out and endeavor to pre- 
vent the drilling of wells. 

Mr. David Kirk, an oil producer engaged in 
the oil business in the vicinity of Bradford, Pa., 
for the last twenty-seven years, was examined 
by the committee on Saturday. The Producers’ 
Association, he testified, was a voluntary asso- 
ciation and was not incorporated. He wasa 
member of the executive board of the general 
assembly of the association. 

There were between 1,800 and 2,000 men in the 
association, divided into thirty-six local assem- 
biies. He was under oath not to reveal the 
business transactions of tke association, nor 
the names of its officers, though witness knew 
of nospecial reason why anything should be 
withheld. Producers of petroleum, dealers in 
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witness, “we could wring another million out 
of the Standard for that purpose, and we went 
to work and did it.” 


Resuming, witness said that the reduction in 
production was secured by means of voluntary 
signing of individual contracts. About one 
thousand men agreed to limit production or 
“shut down,” Others signed contracts not to 
increase production, and still others agreed not 


to start new wells or clean out old ones. Some 
of the contracts were signed by persons not 


members of the association. Of the 31,000,000 
barrels of oil on hand at the time of the agree- 
ment over 28,000,000 was controlled by the 
The amount of oil on 
hand has béen reduced to 26,000,000 barrels on 


the first of April. The average daily reduction 
of production since the contract went irto 
effect in November last had been about 25,000 


barrels, of which 18,500 barrels was the result 


of the “shut in’’ coutracts. The reduction of 
production was chiefly due to the contracts, 


but there bad also been a natural shrinkage. A 


careful calculation made this year showed that 


it cost $1 26 per barrel to bring crude oil to the 
The oil producers were $10,000,000 
poorer last November than a year previous. 


“Did you at any time make a statement fix- 
ing the price at which oil could be produced at 
a profit at 40 cents per barre! ?” 

The witness ut firsganswered no, but after- 
ward asked leave to make an explanation, and 
said: 

“From 1878 to 1884 we had wonderful prolific 
territory. We could lay out and locate wells 
like rows of corn, and every well would be a 


success. Thus large stocks, at one time amount- 


ing to 40,000,000 barrels, wére accnmulated. For 
four years we have been unable to find any 
such territory. Formerly there was oniy one- 
half of 1 per cent of ‘dry holes,’ or failures 
while during the past year 2544 per cent of the 
number of wells sunk were failures, or dry 
holes. We now have to compete with those 
accumulated stocks. The cost of production 
may have been very low during the time be- 
tween 1878 and 1884. My company paid as high 
as 50 per cent a year dividend during this 
period. Since then we have lost money.” 

To a question as to where exorbitant rates of 
transportation finally lodged, whether upon 
the prcducer or consumer, witness said he had 
been paying the piper for the past few years. 

Representative Smith—‘*Would it be a bene- 
fit if these pipe lires were owned by the State?” 

Answer—"'It would be a great benefit. The 
consumer would also be benefited and the price 
would be fixed by the law of supply and de- 
mand. The Standard placed the cost of the 
lines at $30,000,000. The understanding of the 
producer is that it never cost them a cent; that 
the whole system came from earnings. The 
first pipe was bought cn tick and paid for it- 
self before more was bought.” 

James R. Goldsborough, of Bradford, secre- 
tary of the Producers’ Protective Association, 
testified that the association bad paid the Well 
Drillers’ Union $85,000 since the agreemert was 
formed. He produced acopy of the contract 
heretofore referred to between the association 
andthe Standard Oil Company, also pay rolls 
giving amouut paid to laborers, and several of 
the individual contracts agreeing to curtail 
production. The production of July and Aug- 
ust, witness said, was taken as the basis of cal- 
culation in deciding how muck each well bad 
curtailed its production. Out of a gross pro- 
duction of about 41,000 barrels per day the 
production for the past four months bad been 
curtailed about 18,500 barrels. 

Mr. Kirk was recalied and asked if there had 
been any differences between the producers, 
and the Standard regarding the agreement 
The witness replied, “Not officially. We under- 
stood we were to have their aid and assistance 
in advancing prices, but we don’t seem to have 
got it. After the drop in oil last week I called 
on Mr. Brewster and had a conference. Mr. 
Brewster is a vice president, but I don’t know 
whether it is of the ‘big thing, the little thing, 
orone of the other things.’ Refined oil was 
selling at 73% cents per gallon. On that basis 
we understood we were to get 96 cents, and is 
had gone down to 78. Mr. Brewster said there 
had been no change in the markets of the 
world; that he could hold up the price of re- 
fined, but could not hold up the price of crude, 
and would not try to.” 

Representative Buchanan—“He spoke of his 
ability to hold up the price of refined and his 
inability to hold up the price of crude, having 
refined to buy and crude to sell?” 

A. “That is it. I told Mr. Brewster their 
giving us 6,000,000 barrels was a bluff, that they 
bad no thought we would organize a rabble 
and carry the contract into effect. Mr. Kirk 
said the transportation charges were a heavy 
burden on the producers. By a combination 
the charge for piping oil from the wells from 
ons half to ten miles to a central point had 
been forced up from less than 10 cents per 
barrel in 1876 to 20 cents, at which it bad re- 
mained ever since. He thought the provisions 
of the Interstate-Commerce law should be ap- 
Plied to it.” 

In conclusion witness made a statement to 
the effect that they understood that they could 
not be compelled to testify, but that they had 
uothing to be ashamed of and had come down 

here voluntarily to tell everything they knew. 

Ezra T. Howell, of Olean, N. Y., a dealer in 
oil well Svpplies, testified that his business had 
decreased two-thirds during the last four

We find very little of interest to report inthe 
drug market this week. The backward tpring 
and the tariff agitation at Washington are cited 
as reasons for the unsatisfactory condition of 
trade, yet a close examination of the market 
fails to show a material decrease in the volume 
of general trade compared with the corres- 
ponding period last year. It is true that there 
is an almost entire lack of speculative interest, 
but the jobbirg demand is very good and the 
aggregate quantity of goods changing hands is 
quite large. The prevailing conditions are not 
favorable to frequent or important fluctu- 
ations and we have few changes to 
report this week. Regarding the con- 
dition uf the London market Messre. Lambert 
& Co. in their letter of the 29.b ult.say: “The 
unsettled weather and the close approach of 
the (Easter) holidays have quite upset the 
slight improvement noticed in our Jast, and we 
have very little to report, the general opinion 
pointing to good business when the finejweather 
really sets in.”” Our correspondents write that 
jalap was not in demand, druggists being very 
chary of it. Codliver oil was cheaper, the finest 
Norwegian offering at a price equivalent to 
$2260 here, The first arrival of new crop cubeb 
berries was reported sold in Amsterdam at the 
equivalent of $1 per lb. The stock of ipecac 
being very small, higher prices were expected. 
Quicksilver was tending lower. Iodide of po- 
tassium was reduced by the English makers to 
108 5d less 5 per cent, equal to $250 net here. 
In our own market the changes for the past 
week were as follows:

Opium. 

There is afirmer under tone in the market for 
opium, owing to the stronger nature of ad- 
vices from Smyrna. It is true that these ad- 
vices are somewhat contradictory, one day 
reporting damage to the crop by frost and the 
next that a drought is threatened and that rain 
is badly needed. It is evident, however, that 
the impression prevails tbat the bear move- 
ment ha3 about reached the culminating point, 
and the trade seems to be prepared for some 
move on the part of the chief operators. There 
ia certainly less disposition to sell than at this 
time last week, and it is doubtful if an offer of 
$3 26 for a 5 or 10-case lot would flad many 
takers. On the other hand, single cases are 
readily obtainable at that price, and probably 
down to $3 15 would be accepted, It isrumored 
that some purchases have been made quietiy 
at $3 124%@3 15 to cover short sales, but these 
transactions, if they are bona fide, have not 
come to the surface. Crop estiniates now place 
the probable yield at 6,000 cases, but 
little confidence is to be placed in 
them. It will be remembered that last 
year, the avervyge <siimates from April Ist 
to Mey Ist placed the probab!e outturn at 5,000 
cases. About the 2Uth of May these estimates 
were reduced to 4,000 cases and abcu’ the be- 
ginning of Jane to 3,910 cases, but on the 24th 
of the latter mouth it was conceded that the 
yield would not amount to more than },8$30 
cases which proved to be about correct as not 
over 1,850 cases camein. Ifthe prophets have 
the same luck this year we may expect a crop 
of not much more than 2,000 cases. Powdered 
opium has ¢ontinued to decline and may be 
quoted now at $4 65@t 70 though it is intimated 
that some holders might be induced to acerept 
$4 60, 

Quinine. 


The tendency of the quinine market bas been 
downward since our last owing to the con- 
tinued absence of important demand. 
There was, however, no appreciable decline 
until yesterday when some holders showed a 
disposition to force business and offered to sell 
favorite German brands at 40c. So far as we 
can learn no business resulted from this con- 


cession, and this fact together with to-day’s | 


cable regarding the London bark sale tended 
to increase the gloom which has been 
settling down over the market. Ino Lon- 
don also the feeling appears to be 
weak; cables from that market received 
here to day reporting a decline to 1s 7d less 5 
per cent for B & 8, equivalent to 33343 here 
At the bark sale there wes a decline of 5 to 10 
per cent on previous pricee, only about half the 
quantity of Kast Indian and, presumably, only 
a small portion of the South American offered, 
being sold. At the close the feeling here in the 
quinine market was easy, the nominal quota- 
tions for favorite German brands being 41@ 
42c, as to quantity and holder, with bids of 39c 
solicited by some. The jobbing trade appears 
to ha ve been good, and little difficulty was ex- 
perienced in obtaining the full prices asked,

Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol is unchanged.There are now nine re- 
ceivers in the market soliciting trade and their 
competition gives an appearance of life that 
has heretofore been lacking. However, as the 
receivers have organized an association to reg- 
ulate prices, market values are not affected. 
There is a good demand which is supplied at 
$2 12@2 14 as to quantity. 

Borax is firm but unchanged, the producers 
combination not having as yet announced an 
advance. While the tariff question is being azi- 
tated it is believed they will make no change. 
The jobbing movement here is quite free but 
large transactions are exceptional. We con- 
tinue to quote 8@84c for city refined, 74@8c 
for California and 74427%c for concentrated. 

Citric acid has again declined owing to lower 
prices abroad and competition here. We quote 
45@50c for either imported or domestic, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

Cod liver oil remains easy, Norwegian being 
now quoted at $22 50@30 per barrel, according 
to brand, quantity and position. The jobbing 
demand is moderate, but there is nothing doing 
inalarge way. Newfoundland at 65@70c per 
gallon may be quoted steady. 

Cocoa butter is reported to be in good jobbing 
demand at steady prices. We quote 38@i5c as 
to quality and brand. 

Colocynth apples occupy the same position 
as when we last wrote. Limited supplies keep 

the market firm, but there is not much doing. 
We quote 28@30c for Spanish and 60c for 
Trieste. 

Cuttlefish bone is in a strong position. Stocks 
are concentrated aud 22c is demanded for the 
small lots obtainable. The demand, however, 
is not urgent. 

Ergot remains easy, with the tendency in 
buyers’ favor, owing to the lack of important 
demand and the pressure in some quarters to 
reduce holdings. Spanish is quotable at 40@45c 
and Russian at 35@i0c. 

Glycerine is un settled and lower owing to the 
renewal of the sharp competition between re- 
finers. The nominal quotation in drums is 
20}4c, but this price has been shaded consider- 
ably. Weare informed by a Cincinnati corre- 
spondent that at auction on the 7th inst, 153,000 
lbs. of Gordon’s refined glycerine sold there at 
184c cash, including drums. A decision of 
great interest to the trade has just been ren- 
dered by the United States Supreme Court, 
particulars of which will be found elsewhere 
in this issue. 

Insect powder continues to move freely on 
contract, and considerable fresh business is 
reported. The tone of the market is very 
firm, the range of quotations remaining 474@ 
55c as to brand, quality and quantity. 

Iodide of potash has declined abroad but is 
unchanged here. We continue to quote $240 
in bulk for lots of 500 lbs and over, and $275 
for smaller quantities. The demand is fair. 

Lycopodium is in good demand to supply 
current wants, and remains firm at 40@42c, as 

. to brand and quantity. 

Nitrate of strontia is selling fairly on jobbing 
orders at ICc, but in a large way it is procura- 
ble at 94c. 

Quicksilver ie still easy and unsettled and 60 
@t2c will now buy according to quantity. The 
movement is slow and confined to small lots to 
meet the current requirements of consump- 
tion. 

Balsams. 

Balsam copaiba is somewhat easier for the 
Central American description and stock is now 
offered at bf@54c asto quantity. Other kinds 
are without quotable change. There is only a 
moderate jobbing demand, Canada baisam fir 
is quiet but steady at $3 256@350. Oregon is 
unioteresting and is nominally quoted at $115 
@i 26. Balsam tolu is without enimation, con- 
sumers taking only what their current wants 
dictate. The quotation remains 29@#0c as to 
quantity. 

Beans. 

There is a moderate jobbing demand for 
tonka beans but no inquiry for large lots. 
Angostura are held at $1 25@! 40 as to quantity 
and quality, Surinam at ¢5@750,and Para at 
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MITCHAM OILS. 


40c. For vanilla beans the demand continues 
brisk and the aggregate sales are quite large. 


We continue to quote Mexican at $4@12 for 
whole as to quality,and Bourbon at $5@8 for 
the better grades, and down to $2 50 for poorer 
qualities. 

Berries. 

The market for cubeb berries is rather easy 
but it is thought to be depressed for a purpose. 
The nominal quotations are $150 for XX and 
$1 26@1 30 for ordinary. 

Herbs and Leaves 

In a jobbing way business is reported fair in 
this department, and the general tone is one of 
steadiness. Buchus are dull and unchanged, 
Cocas are steady under a fairdemand. Jabor- 
andi has sold to the extent of 1000 Ibs at 13c. 
Sennas are beginning to attract more atten- 
tion, and the market, particularly for Tinni. 
velly, has a better tone. There has been more 
doing in uva ursi, and we get sales of 5 bales on 
private terms, the quotation being 4}¢c, 

Essential Oils. 

In a jobbing way the trade in essential Oils is 
reported to be good, but there is no disposition 
manifested by buyers to operate on a large 
scale, and this gives the market an appearance 
of inaction. There have been no quotable 
changes in any line during the week and the 
tone of the market may be written steady. We 
note sales of 10,000 lbs native citronella oil and 
2000 lbs sassafras, on private terms, Lemon oil 
is a trifle easier, and case peppermint con- 
tinues to favor the buyer, while camphor and 
musk oils are reported firmer. There has 
been a little more interest in anise oil, and we 
n°te sales of 400 lbs at $1 55. 


Roots. 

The general features of the mar ket for roots 
are much the same as when we last wrote, Al- 
kanet has sold to the extent of 20 bales at 74@ 
8c. Golden seal has sold up to 65c but only in 
small lots the small supply restricting business. 
Gentian is quotable at 4 cents and 25 bbis are 
reported sold at that. Ipecac is firm but with- 
out further change. We note sales of 600 lbs 
of whole and powderedat a private price. The 
whole root is quotable at $190@$2. Jamaica 
ginger is ingemall supply but in the absence 
of important demand prices are not affected. 
Rhubarb is selling quite freely to fill jobbing 
orders, The reported transactions aggregate 
1500 lbs within the range. 

Seeds. 

There is little that is new to report in this 
market. Buyers supply their wants as they 
occur, and there appears to be no speculative 
interest in any department. Prices on the 
whole are well maintained, and we find no im- 
portant changes to record. 


Spices. 

The jobbing movement has shown consider- 
able improvement of late, but interest in 
invoice lots is dormant as yet, except in cloves 
and nutmege, the lower prices for which ap- 
pear to bave stimulated the demand. There is 
thought to be a quiet movement going on in 
pepper, but if so there are no indications of it 
on the surface. Advices from the other side 
regarding pepper are still strorg. 


Sheliac. 

While there has been no actual imrrovement 
in the demand for shellac, the fact that in- 
quiries bave been more numerous of late has 
imparted more confidence to the holding inter- 
est, anc to day there seemed less pressure to 
sell than was noticed earlier in the week. Some 
holders being short of certain makes, particu- 
larly D. C. and V. 8.0., are trying to beer the 
market, but so far as we can Jearn their ¢ffurts 
have not met with much success, D.C. appears 
to be very scarce, particularly for forward de- 
livery, and one or two ordersin the market at 
20c have not been filled, aithough this price is 
named by some dealers as the quotation.The job- 
bing demand, though not as brisk as it should 
be at this season, is steady, and a considerable 
quantity of stock is finding its way into con- 
sumption through this channel. There have 
been no quotable changes in jobbing prices 
during the week.

Sales of 
10,000 bags are reported at 2@2 5c, mostly at 
the inside price, but at the close the market 
was duli, buyers holding off for further con- 
cessions. Cables from the coast report a 
firmer feeling there. Late sales for shipment 
were made at 1 92}¢c, but the last quotation was 
197}4c. European consumers are in need of 
supplies, and there are said to be some inquiries 
in this market from that source. It is also re- 
ported that the Duke of Abercorn at Hampton 
Roads, with about 12,0C0 bags, has been sold to 
go to Falmouth, England. Stocks in Liverpool, 
on March 15th, were but 14,000 bags compared 
with 60,°00 at the same time last year, and 
133,000 on March 15th, 1886. The shortage is due 
to the non-arrival of vessels caused by adverse 
winds. It is expected thatif these conditions 
continue to prevail during the coming fort- 
night, a considerable quantity of stock will be 
transferred from this market to the other side, 
as was the case @ year ago. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Fer<iliz- 
ing Chemicals. 

The trade in fertilizing chemicals has bi en 
moderate during the past week as most buyers 
have about completed their supplies for the 
season. There isa steady tone to the market

The agents of the 
manufacturers quote $1 77340180, as to 
quantity, for spot supplies, $1 72 for sail ship- 
mente, and $1 77% to arrive by steamer. 

Double manure galt is dull and neglected, the 
nominal quotations remaining $1 124@1 15 for 
sail, and $1 17% for steamer shipments. 

Kainit on the spot remains firm at $11 50,with 
less than 100 tons unsold and none to arrive be- 
tore June.

Philadelphia Cnemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 9, 1888, 

Trade in English chemicais during last week 
showed a slightly better demand but the bulk 
ofthe business done was confined to jobbing 
orders. A firmer feeling is exhibited in many 
articles and in some instances an advance on 
account of higher freights and lightness of 
stocks is noted. The arrivals have not been 
heavy and but few goods are waiting pur- 
chasers frum dock. 

Carbonated soda ash, Liverpool 48 per cent 
is scarce on spot and firmly held at 1 35@1 40c 
asto brand; to arrive there is but little ob- 
tainable and the small quantity could only be 
had at 1 32}44@1 40c. Shipments are quiet and 
not easily obtained, owing to ‘the lack of 
freight room. 58 per cent is dull but any busi- 
ness done would have to be at an advance over 
recent quotations. Newcastle 48 per cent is 
only quoted from second hands and but a lim- 
ited quantity obtainable. To arrive it is possi- 
ble afew small lots might be had at 1274@ 
1 &}¢c on firm offer. 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent., is ia full sup- 
ply and is meeting with a limited demand. 
Jobbing parcels on spot are quoted at 182K@ 
1 40; to arrive 1 30@1 87}¢c is named, The gen- 
eral asking figures for shipments are 1300@ 
1 873¢¢; it is possible, however, that some brands 
could be had at 1 25@1 273¢0 with offer in hand, 

Caustic soda continues the weakest article on 
the list, and advancesin freight have had less 
effect than on any other article. Sixty per 


P. Brunner & Co. write us as follows; ‘Soda 
ash is firm with few sellers. For 48 per 
cent. carb ash sales at 1d are again reported; 
quotations are nominally unchanged, but buy- 
ers have still a difficulty in placing orders, ow- 
ing to the small offerings, Soda crystals are 
well maintained at £2 12s 6d@2 lds, and a fair 
business is Coing. Caustic soda is steady. and 
175 tons 60 per cent. were suld at £5 15°, while 
orders at a shade less have been refused; 70 per 
cent. dull, but makers refuse to shade £6 133 9d, 
although in one case a resale has beer made at 
1s 3d less; 74 per cent. we quote £7 3s 94@7 6s 3d, 
and 76 per cent. £8 5s nominally.

Bids of 
1 22}4c have been deelined, holders wanting 
1 26@1 30c spot, or to arrive, according to quan- 
tity for either Liverpool or Newcastle brands. 
High test remains dull and neglected. 

Caustic soda ush,48 per cent, is very quiet. 
Stock is offered at 1 25c in a round way, with- 
out finding buyers. Small j obbing lots are 
selling at 1 7@135c. Wealso note the gale ofa 
25-ton lot at 1 250. 

Refined alkali is favoring the buyer, but is 
not wanted to any«xtent. Thirty-six per cent 
is entirely nomina!. In Boston 58 per cent is 
offered at 1 10c but holders here ask 1 12}4c and 
we note sales of 115 tons at that. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is dull and we find 
nothing of interest to report regarding it. 
Prices favor the buyer, the quotations belng

to 74 per cent are made at 217}4c ex dock but 
we hear of no takers. Small jobbing sales are 
making at 2 20@2 25c as to quantity. 

Sal soda is firmer and for lots to arrive 9ic is 
now asked. A sale of 50 tons was made at 92}¢c 
but this could not be repeated. On the spot 
supplies are very light, and holders are asking 
116@1 200 as to quantity, ex-store. There ig 
nothing whatever offering from dock at this 
writing. t 

Bleaching powder is dull and neglected, and 
with supplies in excess of requirements the 
market is somewhat depressed. The nominal 

quotations are 1 8244@1 9244c as to brand and 
quantity, but we understand that the inside 
price might be shaded on a large order, 


Acids. 

Acetic acid is not in much demand, buyers 
receiving supplies on contract orders placed 
some time since. There is no change in prices, 
the quotations being 244@2}¢c as to quantity 
and seller. 

Oxalic is still unsettled, and the tendency is 
downward. While 7c isthe nominal quotation 
in any quantity, large buyers will be supplied 
at 6c. There is a fair inquiry for jobbiog 
lots, vut large quantities are not wanted. 

Sulphuric acid continues to meet with a fair 
sale in lota required for current consumption, 
but there is no improvement in a large way. 
Prices have undergone no change, the quota- 
tions remainiog 90@95c per 100 lbs for 66 deg. in 
large lots and 1@1 20c per |b for smaller quan- 
tities according to seller and size of order. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime is very quiet and with accu- 
mulating stocks the tendency of prices isin 
buyers’ favor. There has been no actual 
change, however, the quotations remaining 1 60 
@1 65c for brown and 2 37}4@2 40c for gray ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Arsenic was active during the early part of 
the week and we understand that sales of 
about 1200 kegs were made principally to 
manufacturers of Paris green, at about the 
previous quotations. The stock here is now 
extremely light and concentrated, and as the 
foreign markets are controlled the article has 
an advancing tendency.

CuHicaGo, April 7, 1888. 


The week opened with weather the most 
unpromising and unpropitious sort, and in the 
early portion of the period trade in linseed oil 
languished. It is a matter for some surprise, 
however, that with the advent of a few warm 
days came a marked revival in demand. 


been far in excess of what was anticipated a 


week ago, and has reached proportions more 


satisfactory to producers and brokers. Car 
lots are commencing to move. Prices re- 


main unchanged, but the date of their advance 
is generally regarded here as only a ques- 


tion of time. 

A fact to which Western crushers are dis- 

posed to “point with pride” is the accumula- 
tion upon their desks of the written and tele- 
graphic inquiries for prices which are coming 
in from the East. Apparently the “Western 
oil” which you said was offered at prices a lit- 
tle below Eastern oil “ina jobbing way,” has 
ceased to be a prime factor in the situation. 
Just why Eastern buyers should telegraph in- 
quries as to prices to Western producers and 
brokers while the two grades of oil maintained 
their normally relative position in the New 
York market is a conundrum which no one 
here pretends to be able to solve. Certain it is, 
however, that these inquiries are being made 
with more or less freedom. The inference 
drawn here is that somebody in the East would 
be glad turepienish stocke. At the same time 
it is equally apparent either that supposed 
would-be buyers fail to understand the situa- 
tion here, or that they do not want the oil at 
once. That the latter bypothesis is the correct 
one would seem to be shown by the fact that 
from Boston westward nobody seems disposed 
to offer more for oil than 630, net, in Chicago. 
However, with ahome market which is actu- 
ally advancing in briskness and presumably in 
price, Western holders are not unnaturaliy dis- 
posed to regard oil as a valuable property. 
Another sale of cheap oil is said to have been 
effected, although the rumor is not authorita- 
tively confirmed. lt is said on the street that a 
car load of “border lana” oil changed hands at 
6b3c. Precisely what margin of profit would 
attach to scales. at this figure, of oil expressed 
from seed bought originaily in this market at 
current ratee, isa conundrum which the unin- 
itiated do not profess to be able to solve. 

In cake, the market may be said to be com- 
paratively sluggish. Nominal prices remain 
uncbanged, but the demand for export is not 
sufficiently active to be characterized as grati- 
fying to crushers. No one Cares to admit any 
accumulation of stock, and, perhaps, in view 
of the fact that the output of oil has materially 
decreased, it may be that there is no increasein 
stocks as compared with the same date in 1887, 
But that Western milis are not marketing all 
the cake produced at the present time may be 
set down as tolerably certain.

At all events, the best evi 
dence of-the buyer’s wisdom ig afforded by the 
speculation which one hears as to his motives. 

“May seed has ruled steady all the week at 
$1 45, until yesterday. On that day and to-day 
the speculasive market was as flat as an IlJin- 
ois prairie, there being neither buyers nor 
sellers. The total eales forthe week have ag- 
gregated but 6,400 bushels. Various theories 
are being advanced as to the cause of the inac- 
tivity of futures. The most plausible and at 
the same time one which finds comparatively 
few adherents, is that there is enough seed 
back to meet all future sales—in other words, 
thet every bushei of May seed sold represents 
a bushel of seed “in the country.” Wait ’till 
May comes; then we shall see. 


A little item of interest comes from Kansas, 
From sources whose authenticity can hardly 
be questioned, comes the statement that the 
acreage to be sown in flax this yesr will be 
very considerable; $145 per bushel makes 
flaxseed a paying crop, and perhaps the Kan- 
sas farmers will be shrewd enough to secure 
“Independent”’ loans this year, after the man- 
ner of their brethren in the northwest. 


OILs. 

As pressers describe it, the market in lard oi! 
during the week has been “quiet.” Brokers 
manifest a disposition to characterize it as 
“dull.” Nominally prices remain the same as 
last week; at what terms gales are privately 
negotiated in given instances must always re- 
main more or less a matter of conjecture.

It is also pointed out 
that while its price is naturally and eSsentially 
dependent upon the price of another great 
staple (lard), the latter is too often made either 
the lever or the foot ball of speculators. 

Oleo oil remains quiet, so far as Jocal demand 
is concerned. The key to the situation here 
may be always sought and found in the vari- 
ations in the Rotterdam market. A firmer feel- 
ing abroad has stimulated production this 
week and, incidentally, exportation. Thetruth 
is, that the Dutch market affords the Only 
profitable outlet to Western consumers. Local 
manufacturers of butterine display but a ian- 
guid interest in oleo, yet dispite all discourage- 
ments the production proceeds. To-day’s 
steamers will carry out more than 3,000 tierces 
of stock. The faith of the meiter approaches 
the sublime, no such trifling circumstance as a 
drop in the Holland market disturbs him fora 
moment. Meanwhile the situation here re- 
mains more or less anomalous. An industry
